42 HIS Regiffer fhall begin with an Event, 
See which fhews the Vanity and Inftability 
> of human Defigns and Appointments, and 
W% which has already occafioned fome Altera- 
Gy <4 tions, and is like to caufe yet greater, in 
yevaeum the State of Affairs in Europe: I mean the 
Peace lately concluded between the Emperor and the 
King of Spain, And firft it will be neceflary to premife 
in a few Lines, what gave Occafion to that unexpected 
Event: The late Duke of Orleans, while he was Regent 
of the Kingdom of France, with a View to agerandize 
his own Family, and to cement and perpetuate the U- 
nion of the French and Spani/h Branches of the Houfe of 
Bourbon, projefted and brought to pafs three Intermar- 
riages between them. His fecond Daughter, Mademoi- 
felle De Montpenfier, was, on thé 31ft of Ottober, 1721, 
marry’d to Lewis, then Prince of the 4fturias, who about 
twenty-feven Months after, upon the Refignation of his 
Father King Philip V. afcended the Throne of Spain. 
On the 14th of November, 1721, Lewis XV. King of 
France, was married to the Infanta of Spain, then not 
quite three Years old, being born on the 31ft of March, 
1718; and on the 15th of November, 1722, Philippa 
Elizabeth of Orleans, called Mademoifelle Beaujol ois, ano- 
ther of the late Duke of Orleans’s Daughters, was mar- 
ry’d to Don Carlos, Infante of Spain by King Philip’s Se- 
cond Queen, born the 30th of December, 1716: Of thefe 
three Marriages the firft only was confummated ; and 
that too was foon after diffolv’d by the Death of King 


Lewis, (which happen’d on the 20th of Augujt, 1724) 
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without Iffue; upon which King Philip refumed the 
Crown: About the Beginning of March, 1725, his meft 
Chriftian Majefty declared his Refolution to fend back 
into Spain the Infanta, to whom he had been betroth’d 
during his Minority : This was fo highly refented by 
the Court of Spain, that it was there refolved to fend 
back to France Mademoifelle De Beaujolois, whofe Mar- 
riage with the Infante Don Carlos had not yet been 
confummated ; which was accordingly done: At the 
fame Time the Infanta was fent back to Spain, and the 
‘Spanifh Minifters who refided at the Court of France, 
return’d with her, in Purfuance of the Orders they had 
receiv'd from the King their Mafters and fome Time be- 
fore, the Minifters and Confuls of France in Spain, were 
order’d by his Catholick Majefty forthwith to depart out 
of his Dominions. 

Nor did this Breach ftop here: For King Philip refol- 
ving not to fuffer the French to meddle any more in 
his Affairs, fet on Foot a private Negotiation with the 
Emperor of Germany, in Order to an amicable Accomo- 
dation of their Differences; for the adjufting of which 
the Congrefs of Cambray had been principally fet on 
Foot, under the Mediation of the King of Great Britain, 
in which it was afterwards thought fit that his moft 
Chriflian Majefty fhould havea Share. Ina Word, the 
Imperial Court giving Ear to the Overtures that were 
amade to them by the Baron De Riperda, whom his Ca- 
tholick Majefty had fent privately to Vienna for that 
Purpofe, a Treaty of Peace was foon concluded and fign’d 
there, which Treaty is as follows :

Treaty of Peace between the Emperor and the Empire on one 
Part, and the King of Spain on the other, concluded et 


Vienna the 30th of April, 1725. 


In the Name of the Holy Trinity, 
E it known unto all and every one whom it doth or 
: may concern, That whereas towards the Clofe of 
the Year 1700, when Charles II. of glorious Memory, 
Catholick King of Spain and of the Indies, dy’d with- 
ent Iffue, there arofe a long and bloody War about the 
Succeflion to that Prince’s Kingdoms, between the moft 


Serene and moft Potent Prince and Lord Leopold, Roman 
Emperor, 
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Emperor, King of Hungary and Bohemia, Archduke of 
Auftria, &c, of blefled Memory, on the one Part; and 
the moft Serene and moft Potent Prince and Lord Philip V. 
Catholick King of Spain and of the Indies, fupported by 
the moft Serene and moft Potent Prince and Lord 
Lewis XIV. King of France, on the other Part; into 
which War there afterwards entered the Holy Roman Em- 
pire; the moft Serene and moft Potent Prince William, 
King of Great Britain, after him the moft Serene Prin- 
cefs Anne, his Succeffor in the faid Kingdom; and the 
High Mighty Lords, the States-General of the United 
Provinces: That the War among thefe being ended at 
Utrecht in the Year 1713; and that between the moft 





-Serene and moft Potent Prince and Lord Charles V1. Ro- 


man Emperor and the Empire on the one Part, and be- 
tween the aforefaid King of France on the other Part, 
ceafing by the Treaty of Baden in 1714: Laftly, the War 
between his Imperial and Catholick Majeity, and Phi- 
lip V. Catholick King of Spain, was concluded by their 
acceding to the Treaty of London, fign’d the 2d of Augu/?, 
N.S. or on the 22d of uly, O. S. 1718, and by their 
Acceptance of the Conditions propofed to the one and 
the other Party, excepting certain Articles which as yet 
remained undecided between them,and which were to Ve 
determined by a particular Congrefs opened at Cambray 
by the Mediation of the moft Serene and moft Potent 
Prince Lewis XV. King of France, and the moit Serene 
and moft Potent Prince George, King of Great Britain. 
And that forafmuch as the Plenipotentiaries of all the 
Parties who were fent to that Place, have for thefe three 
Years labour’d in vain, becaufe of fome Obftacles under 
the faid Mediation; and feeing there was no Hope of 
better Succefs for the future, the moft Serene Catholick 
King of Spain refolved to adjuft all the aforefaid Points 
in Difpute with his Imperial and Catholick Majetty 
in the very City of Vienna, by Miniflers on both Sides, 
provided with full Powers for that Purpofe; and his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty having chofen the Se- 
rene Prince and Lord Eugene, Prince of Savoy and Pied- 
mont, 3c. the moft noble Lord Philip-Lewis, Count of 
Sinzendorf, and the -moft noble Lord Gundar-Thomas, 
Count of Staremberg; and his Catholick Majefty the 
moft noble Lord ‘Yohn-William, Baron of Ripperda, who, 


. after having exchanged their full Powers, and held fe- 


veral Conferences among themfelves, did agree upon the 


Flowing Articles and Conditions ; 
eV. 4 Ll2z I. There 
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I. There fhall bea Chriflian, General, and Perpetual 
Peace, and a fincere Friendfhip between his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, and his Catholick Majefty the King 
of Spain, their Heirs and Succeffors, Hereditary King- 
doms, Subjeéts, and Dominions; which Peace is to be 
inviolably obferved, fo that the one fhall promote the 
Intereft, Honour and Advantage of the other, and hin- 
der any Prejudice or Damage to be done them. 

II. The Bafis and Foundation, the Rule and Model of 
the aforefaid Peace, fhall be the Treaty of London con- 
cluded the 2d of Augaft, or the 22d of July; as likewife 
the Conditions of Peace therein contained, approved the 
fame Day by his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and 
by the Catholick King at Madrid the 20th of anu- 
ary, and at the Hague the 17th of February, 1720, and 
accepted by both Parties as a perpetual Obligation: By 
Virtue of which Conditions, the faid King, to make 
good all that had been tranfatted contrary to the Treaty 
of Baden of the 7th of September, 1714, and contrary 
to the Treaty of Neutrality of Italy of the 14th of 
March, 1713, has a&tually reftored to his Imperial Ma- 
jefty the Ifland and Kingdom of Sardinia, in the fame 
Condition it was in when he made himfelf Mafter of it, 
and defifted in Favour of his Imperial Majefty, from 
all Rights, Pretenfions, Demands and A&tions, concern- 
ing the faid Kingdom, fo that his Imperial Majefty 
might fully and freely difpofe of the fame, as of any: 
of his other Properties ; as he had done for the common 
Good. 

III. Forafmuch as the only Means that could be found 
out to eftablith the Ballance of Europe upon a firm Foun 
dation, was, that the Kingdoms of France and Spain 
fhould never be united upon the Head of one and the 
fume Perfon, or in one and the fame Line; but that the 
faid two Monarchies fhould always and for ever be fepa- 
rated: And whereas, in order to fecure this Rule, fo ne- 
ceffary to the Publick Tranquillity, the Princes who by 
their Birth might have a Right to fucceed to either of 
thefe Kingdoms, have folemnly renounced, for them- 
felvesand their Pofterity, one of the two; fo that this 
Separation of the two Monarchies is made a Fundamen- 
tal Law, which is confirmed at Madrid by the Cortes or 
States of the Kingdom, on the oth of November, 1712, 
and moreover corroborated by the Treaty of Ufrecht, 
the 1ith of April, 1713. His Imperial Majefty, te 
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give the fulleft Sanétion to fo good and neceffary 
a Law, and being defirous to avoid all Occafions of 
Diftruft, and to provide for the common Tranquillity, 
accepts and grants all that wasdone, decreed and tranf- 
ated by the Treaty of Utrecht, in Relation to the Right 
and the Order of Succeflion to the Kingdoms of France 
and Spains and waves, as well for himfelf as for his 
Heirs, Defcendents, and Succeffors, both Male and Fe- 
male, all Rights and Pretenfions whatfoever, without 
any Exception, to all the Kingdoms, Dominiens and 
Countries of the Spani/h Monarchy, whereof the Catho- 
lick King was by the Treaty of Utrecht acknowledged for 
lawful Poffeffor, as he has already in the beft Form 
caufed to be drawn up, difpatched and regiftred, where- 
ever it was neceflary, his folemn A& of Renunciation, 
and the ufual Inftruments thereof, caufes now to be de- 
livered to his Cathelick Majefty and to the Parties con- 
cerned. 

IV. By Virtue of the faid Renunciation, which his 
Imperial Majefty has made out of Love for the common 
Safety of Europe, and in Confideration that the Duke of 
Orleans has renounced for him and his Defcendents, his 
Rights and Pretenfions to the Kingdom of Spain, on Con- 
dition that neither the Emperor nor any of his Defcen- 
dents fhould fucceed to the faid Kingdom of Spain, his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty acknowledges King 
Philip V. for lawful King of Spain and the Indies, pro- 
mifes to let the faid King of Spain, his Defcendents, 
Heirs, and Succeffors, fully enjoy all the Dominions of 
the Spanifh Monarchy in Europe, in the Indies, and elfe- 
where, the Poffeffion whereof has been fecured to him by 
the Treaty of Utrecht, not to moleft him in the Pof- 
feffion thereof, dire&tly or indireftly, nor to appropriate 
to himfelf any Right to the faid Kingdoms and Pro- 
vinces. 

V. In Confideration of the Renunciation and Recog- 
nition made by his Imperial Majefty in the two fore- 
going Articles, the Catholick King renounces on his Side, 
as well for himfelf, as for his Male and Female Heirs, 
Defcendents, and Succeffors, in Favour of his Imperial 
Majefty, and of his Male and Female Heirs, Defcen- 
dents, and Succeffors, all Rights and Pretenfions what- 
foever, without any Exception, to all the Kingdoms, 
Provinces, and Dominions, which his Imperial Maje- 
fty a&tually is poffeffed of in Italy, or in the Nether- 
lands, adjudged to him by the Treaty of London. 
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The faid Catholick King. renounces farther all the 
Rights, Kingdoms, and Provinces, which former- 
ly belonged to the Spanifh Monarchy, both in the Ne- 
Sherlands and in Italy ; among which are meant to be 
exprefly comprehended, the Marquifate of Final, yielded 
by his Imperial Majefty tothe Republick of Genoa, in 
1713, concerning which his Catholick Majefty has caus’d 
his folemn A& of Renunciation to be drawn up in the 
beft Form, publithed and regiftred where-ever it was 
neceflary, and the ufual Inftruments thereof to be deli- 
vered to his Imperial Majefty and the Parties concerned, 
His Catholick Majefty renounces likewife the Right of 
Reverfion of the Kingdom of Sicily, which had been re- 
ferved to the Crown of Spain, together with all A€tions 
and Pretenfions, under Pretence whereof he might di- 
retly or indire&tly give Difturbance to his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, his Heirs and Succeffors, either in the aforefaid 
Kingdoms and Provinces, or in any other of the Domi- 
nions which his Imperial Majefty poffeffes in the Ne- 
therlands, Italy, or elfewhere. 

VI. His Imperial Majefty, out of Regard for the moft 
Serene Queen of Spain, had already confented, on Con- 
dition of the Concurrence of the Empire, and’ confents 
again, upon having obtained the fame, That in Cafe at 
any Time the Dutchy of Tu/cany, as likewife the 
Dutchies of Parma and Placentia, which have been ac- 
knowledged by the Parties concerned in the T reaties of 
London, to be unqueftionably Mafculine Fiefs of the 
Empire, fhould happen to be vacant for Want of Male 
Iffue, and thereby fall back to the Emperor and the Em- 
pire, then the aforefaid Queen’s eldeft Son, aiid his Male 
Defcendents, by a Jawful Marriage ; and in Default of 
fuch, the fecond, or the following Sons of the faid 
Queen, and their Male Succeffors lawfully born, having 
always Regard tothe Elderfhip, agreeably to the Laws 
and Feudal Cuftoms cof the Empire, fhall fucceed in 
the above-mentioned Dutchies, and the Lands in Tu/cany 
belonging to them: For the Security whereof, his Im- 
perial Majefty has caufed an Inftrument containing the 
Reverfion andthe eventual Inveftiture promifed to the 
faid Princes, to be drawn up and delivered into the Hands 
of his Catholick Majefty ; however, without any Detri- 
ment or Prejudice to thofe Princes who are the prefent 
Poffeffors of the faid Dutchies, whofe Poffeflion fhall be 
in every Refpe& fafe and undifturbed. It has however 
been agreed, that the City of Leghorn thal) for ever 
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and remain a free Port, in the fame Manner it is now. 
Moreover, the King of Spain has promifed, and engages 
to yield and deliver to the aforefaid Prince which he has 
by the prefent Queen, as foon as everhe fhall enter, as 
abovefaid, into the aftual Poffeflion of the Dutchy of 
Tufcany, the Town of Porto-Longone, with that Part of 
the Ifland\Edba, which he poffeffes, renouncing withal 
for himfelf and the fucceeding Kings of Spain, all 
Right to affert, acquire, or at any Time poffefs any 
thing in the faid Dutchies; infomuch, that they fhail 
be even excluded for ever from the Guardianthip of the 
Prince, to whom thofe Dutchies fhall fall. The Empe- 
ror and the King of Spain do reciprocally promife, That 
they will fincerely and religioufly obferve what has been 
ftipulated in the Treaty of London, to wit, not to intro- 
duce into the faid Dutchies, during the Life of the 
prefent Poffeffor, any Troops, either their own, or in 
their Pay ; fo far however, that when the Succeflion to 
any of thefe Dutchies fhould be opened, the Infante 
Don Carlos fhall be enabled to take Poffeflion of the 
fame, conform to the Letters of the Eventual Invefti- 
ture. 

VII. His Catholick Majefty renounces for himfelf, his 
Heirs and Succeffors to the Kingdom of Spain, and for 
his Pofterity of both Sexes for ever, the Right of Re- 
verfion of the Kingdom of Sicily, referved to the Crown 
of Spain by the A& of Ceflion made by the King of Sar- 
dinia in June, 1713, and promifes to deliver into his Im- 
perial Majefty’s Hands the Letters of Reverfion, toge- 
ther with the Ratification of that Treaty; referving 
however to himfelf the Right of the Reverfion of the 
faid Ifland and Kingdom of Sicily, as much as it belongs 
to him by Virtue of the fecond Article of the Conven- 
tion between the Emperor and King of Sardinia. 

VIII. The Emperor and the Catholick King promife 
and oblige themfelves mutually to protest and guaranty 
the Kingdoms and Provinces of which they are now 
atually in Poffeffion, and the Poffeffion whereof does of 
Right belong to them by Virtue of the Treaty of Lon- 
don, confirmed by the prefent Treaty. 

1X, There fhall be on both Sides a perpetual Obli- 
vion, and a general Amnefty and Abolition of whatfo- 
ever has, from the Beginning of the War, been faid, 
written or done, publickly or privately, dire&tly or in- 
direily, by the Subjects on either Side ; Which general 
Amnefty fhall be extended to all and every one of the 
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refpettive Subje&ts, of what Condition, Dignity, Rank, 
or Sex foever they be, as well of the Ecclefiaftick, as of 
the Military and Civil Order, who, during this War, 
have fided with one or the other Party’: By Virtue 
whereof, all and every one of them fhall be permitted 
and allowed to re-enter into the full Poffeffion and En- 
joyment of their Eftates and Properties, Rights, Privi- 
leges, Honours, Dignities and Immunities, and to dif- 
pofe of and enjoy them with the fame Liberty they did 
at the Beginning of the laft War, or at the Time they 
began to adhere to one or the other Party, notwithftand- 
ing all Confifcations, Arrets, and Sentences decreed, gi- 
ven and publifhed during the War, which fhall be re- 
puted utterly void, and as if they had never been, 
Moreover, by Virtue of this Amnefty and Abolition, 
all and every one of thofe that have follow’d the one or 
the other Party, fhall be allowed and be at Liberty to 
return to his Country, and to enjoy there their Eftates, 
jut asif no War had been, with full Power for them- 
felves, if prefent, or for their Attornies, if they would 
rather ftay out of their Country, to adminifter, fell 
or difpofe of their Eftates, in whatever Manner they 
pleafe, and as they could do it before the War. The 
Dignities conferred by either Side to each others Subs 
jes during the War, fhall be preferv’d to them, and 
mutually acknowledged. 

X. In order to remove the Difputes arifen about the 
Titles, it has been agreed, That his Sacred Catholick 
Majefty Charles VI. Emperor of the Romans, and his 
Sacred Royal Catholick Majefty King of Spain and the 
Indies, Philip V. may hereafter bear the Titles they 
both have taken, and this during their Lives; but their 
Heirs and Succeffors are only to ufe the Titles of thofe 
Kingdoms and Provinces they are aftually poffefs’d of, 
and abftain from all others. 

XI. The Duke of Parma thall be preferved and main- 
tained in the Poffeffion of all his Dominions, Rights, 
and Aétions, in the fame Manner he was in at the Time 
when the Quadruple Alliance ‘was fign’d. But as tothe 
Difputes arifen with the Neighbouring Provinces of his 
Imperial] Majefty, they are to be decided amicably by 
Arbitrators to be chofen by both Sides. 

XII. His Imperial Majeftv promifes to defend, gua- 
rinty and maintain as often as Occafion requires, the Or- 
der of Succeffion eftablifhed and received in the Kingdom 
of Spain, and confirmed by the Treaty of —— a 
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fubfequent Renunciations made by Virtue of the Qua- 
druple Alliance, and by this prefent Treaty. On the 
other Hand, the King of Spain promifes likewife to de- 
fend and guaranty the Order of Succeflion which his 
Imperial Majefty has eftablifhed and declared for al! his 
Heirs and Succeffors of either Sex, agreeably to the In- 
tention of his Anceftors in the moft ferene Aujftrian 
Houfe, to the ancient Conventions made about the fame 
in the Form of a perpetual, indivifible, and infepa- 
rable Feoffment affefted to the Primogeniture; and 
which Order has from Time to Time univerfally been 
received, and thankfully acknowledged by the States of 





‘all the Kingdoms, Archdutchies, Dutchies, Principali- 


ties, Provinces, and Lordthips, belonging by Hereditary 
Right to the moft Serene Houfe of dufiria, and has been 
recorded in the Archives asa perpetual Law and prag- 
matick Sanétion. 

XIII. Concerning the Dowries of the moft Serene In- 
fanta’s, Mary and Marguerita, Roman Empreffes ; it has 
been agreed, That the Towns, Villages and Lands mort- 
gaged for the fame, out of which was receiv’da yearly 
Income proportionable to the Sums ftipulated, fhould 
be reftored, or inftead of the faid Dowries and Mortga- 
ges, the Capital be paid once for all to his Imperial Mna- 
jelty, in ready Money, together with the Intereft re- 
ceived out of the fame, as well before the Deceafe of 
King Charles II. as fince the Acceptation of the Treaty 
of London, 

XIV. As to the Debts contraéted on both Sides, it 
has been agreed, That as his Imperial Majefty has paid 
the Debts contragted in Catalonia, either by himfelf or 
in his Name, and will difcharge likewife thofe which 
fhall appear juft, and unpaid ; in the like manner, his 
Catholick Majefty fhall pay the Debts contratted by 
his Minifters, in his Name, in the Netherlands, Milanef2, 
Naples and Sicily, or fatisfy the Creditors. To which End, 
Cammiffaries on both Sides are to be named within two 
Months after the Signing of this Treaty, for feparating 
and fettling the Debts. » 

XV. As there have been many Debates about the 
Reftitution of the Palaces at Rome, Vienna, and the 
Hague, the Differences thereabouts have been at latt 
thus adjufted ; That the Palace at the Hague fhould bea 
Compenfation for that at Vienna; but as to the Palace 
at Rome, the Catholick King is to pay to his Imperial 
Majefty half of the Price or Valuc of it. 
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XVI. In this Treaty of Peace fhall be comprehended 
all thoie who within a Year fhall be named by either of 
the two Parties, and by their common Confent. 

XVII. The Commiffioners of the Emperor, and the 
King’s Minifter Pienipotentiary, promife, That the 
Peace thus conciuded and drawn up here by mutual 
Confent of the Emperor and the Catholick King, thall 
be ratified, and the Inftruments thereof here exchanged 
within theSpace of two Months, or fooner if poflible. 

XVIII. Moreover, «s the Renunciations made on both 
Sides, whereof frequent Mention has been made above, 
conftitute the principal and moft effential Part of this 





Treaty, and though they have been already ratified by § 


both Sides in authentick Manner, and confequently be 
in full Force, yet the better to corrcborate them, it has 
been thought fit to annex them to this Treaty. 

N. B. Here are inferted the faid Renunciatiens of his 
Imperial Catholick Majefty, and ef his Royal Catholick 
Majetty. 


XIX. In Teftimony of all this, and to make it fully § 
authentick, both the Commiffioners of the Emperor, § 
and the King’s Minifter, all furnifh’d with full Powers, 7 


have fign’d and fealed the prefent Inftrument. Done at F

Treaty between the Holy Roman Empire, and his Sacred 
Royal and Catholick Majefty. 


| Article 1. 

HERE fhall be a conftant, perpetual, and gene- 
ral Peace, and true Friendihip between his Impe- 

rial and Catholick Majefty, and his Succeffors, all the 
Holy Roman Empire, ali and every one of its Ele€tors, 
Princes, States and Orders, Vaffals, Clients and Sub- 
je&ts on one Part ; «nd his S«cred Royal Catholick Ma- 
jefty, and his Heirs, Succeffors, Clients and Subjests on 
the other Part; which fhall be fo fincerely obferv’d, 
that neither of the two Parties fhall undertake any thing 
whatever, under any Pretext or Pretenfion whatfoever, 
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tothe Injury, Damage, or Prejudice of the other ; not 
give any Advice or Succours to any that fhall under- 
take or endeavour to prejudice inany Way, under what 
Name or Colour foever ; but each Party fhall rather ftu- 
dy to promote the Honour, Intereft and Advantage of 
one another, notwithftanding all Treaties and Alliances 
contrary thereto, in whatever Time and Manner they 
have been made, or may be made for the future. 

II. There fhall be a reciprocal Amnefty and perpe- 
tual Oblivion of all the Hoflilitics committed on either 
Side, during, and on Occafion of the War, in fuch a 
Manner, that ncitheron this, orany other Account, the 
one fhall not in any wife give or fuffer to be given to the 
other, any Moleftation, dircétly or indire&tly, by Force, 
or under Pretence of Right. 

The Benefit and Effect of this Amnefty fhall be ex- 
tended to all Vaffals, Clients, and Subjctts of both Par- 





‘ties; however with this additional Declaration, That 


the Matters regulated in the Treaty of Neutrality conclu- 
ded at the Hague in 1703, with Refpett tothe Princes, 
Vaffals and Subje&ts of the Empire in Italy, and con- 
firmed by the thirtieth Article of the Peace of Baden, 
made .with the King of France, fhall be deemed as re- 
peated inthe prefent Treaty, and invielably obferved by 
both Parties. 

III. By Virtue of this Treaty, fhall be re-eftablifhed, 


as is in Effest, immediately after the figning of the 


Peace, the Commerce between the Subjetts of his Sacred 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and of the Empire, and 
thofe of his Sacred Royal and Catholick Majefty, and of 
the Kingdom of Spain, with the fame Liberty as before 
the War; and all and everyone of either Side, namely, 
the Subje&ts and Inhabitants of the Imperial and Hans 
Towns fhall enjoy both by Sea and Landa full Secu- 
rity, with all the Rights, Immunities and Emoluments 
they enjoyed heretofore. 

IV. His Sacred Imperial and Catholick Majefty con- 
fents for himfelf and the Holy Roman Empire, that in 
Cafe the Dutchy of Tufcany, and thofe of Parma and 
Placentia, (as they have been acknowledged in the Trea- 
ty of London in 1718, by all the contracting Parties to 
be unqueftionable Fiefs of the Empire, depending on 
the ancient Rights of Imperial Superiority) thould be- 


come vacant for Want of Male Itfue, then. the Son of 


the moft Serene King of Spain, and the firft-born of the 
prefent Queen, born Princefs of Parma, and his Male 
Defcendants born in lawful Marriage ; and in Default 
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of fuch, the fecond Son next following, and fo on of 
the fame King and Queen, together with their Male- 
Defcendants, born, or that fhall be born ia lawful 





Marriage, fhall fucceed to all the faid Dutchies and Pro- ' 


vinces according to the Letters of Reverfion already iffu’d, 
containing the Eventual Inveftiture; on Condition 
however, that the City of Leghorn remain for ever a free 
Port, as at prefent. 

The Catholick King promifes befides, the faid Cafe 
happening, to make over to the Prince Infante his Son, 
the City of Perto-Longone, with that Part of the Ifland 
Elva in his Poffeffion; and that neither he, nor any of 
his Succeffors to the Crown of Spain, fhall ever have 
the Guardianfhip of the Prince who fhall poffefs thofe 
Dutchies, or any of them; neither fhall he be able to 
acquire, retain, or poflefs the leaft Thing in the faid 
Dutchies, or in Italy; and that he will religioufly ob- 
ferve the Precautions contained in the 5th Article of the 
Treaty of London, not to introduce any of his Troops, or 
any foreign ones in his Pay, during the Life of the 
prefent Princes ; in fuch Manner however, that if the 
Succeffion to one or other of thofe Dutchies, fhould come 
to be open’d, the Prince Infante Don Carlos may take 
Poffefion of them, according to the Letters of the E- 
ventual Invefliture, the Tenor whereof in all and each 
of its Articles, Points, Claufes and Conditions, is deem- 
ed as repeated, and fully inferted here. 

V. All fuch as within fix Months after the Exchange 
of the Ratifications, fhall, by common Confent be nam’d 
by one or the other Party, fhall be comprehended in 
the prefent Treaties of Peace, 


There was likewife a Treaty of Commerce between 
the faid Princes, concluded at Vienna on the 1{t of May, 
17253 which Treaty containing forty-feven Articles, 
is too long to be inferted verzatim in this Colle&tion ; 
and therefore we fhall give only the Subftance thereof 


in the following Abftra&t, in which nothing material is 
omitted, 
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Abfirat of the Treaty of Commerce between the Emperor 
and the King of Spain. 


4rticle 1. 

Y Virtue of the Peace concluded between their Im- 

perial and Royal Catholick Majefties, the Subjetts 
on either Side fhall have full Liberty to go into, and 
ftay in each others Kingdoms, Provinces and Dominions, 
without ftanding in need of any Pafs, fafe Condué, 
&c. and fhall enjoy both by Sea and Land, the fame 
publick Proteétion with the native Subjeéts. 

II. Both the Men of War and the Merchant Ships 
belonging either to the contraéting Parties, or to their 
Subjeéts, thall from this Time be freely admitted to all 
the Ports, Coafts, Roads and Provinces, without asking 
any previous Permiffion, and fhall there be furnifhed at 
a reafonable Rate with all neceflary Provifions and Sup- 
plies for repairing their.Ships, &c. without paying any 
Duty or Cuftom for it: Which extends alfo to the Eaft- 
Indies, provided however, that they neither carry on 
Commerce, nor buy any thing befides what they want 
for their Provifions and repairing of their Ships. 

III. Asthe Men of War may eafily give Sufpicion, 
they are not permitted to enter into the Ports or Bays 
which are not’ fortified, unlefs it be to thelter them- 
felves from a Storm, orthe Purfuit of the Enemy; and 
the Danger being over, they are to put to Sea again 
forthwith, after having provided themfelves with Ne- 
ceffaries, which is chiefly to be obferv’d in the Ea/f- 
Indies, where there is more Room to miftruft than any 
where elfe. : 

IV. Notwithftanding the preceding Article, the Men 
of War or Convoy Ships fhall be allowed to bring into 
andcarry out of the faid Ports the Prizes they may 
have made on their Enemies, without paying any Du- 
ty or Cuftom, except for fuch Goods and Merchandizes 
as they fhall fell there. 

V. All Merchant Ships which fhall put into any 
Port by Reafon of a Storm, or the Purfuit of an Ene- 
my, fhall produce their fafe Conduct or Bills of Lading 
to the Magiftrates of the Plage, upon which they ‘are 
not to be fearched. 

VI. But if fuch Ships fhou!d be bound for an Ene- 
my’s Port, or fhould carry prohibited Goods, then 4 
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fhall be liable to be fearched in Prefence of the Judge 
Confervator of the Nation. 

VIE. Contraband Geods fhall be deemed all fuch as 
are of any Ufe in War, viz. all Sorts of Arms, offen- 
five or defenfive, particularly Cannon, Mortars, Fal- 
conets, Padereros, Grenadoes, Bullets, Muskets, Piftols, 
Swords, Daggers, Headpieces, Cuiraffes, Shoulder and 
Wafie-Belts, Gunpowder, Saltpetre, Boards and. Timber 
for building ‘or refitting Ships, Sails, Pitch, Rigging, 
which fhali all be forfeitable, if it appears by the Bill 
of Lading that they are deftined for the Enemy. Un- 
der the Name of Contraband Goods are alfo compre- 





hended ail Merchandizes, the Importation whereof is - 


forbidden by the Laws of the Land, except Corn and 
other Grains, Wine, Oy!, Fruits, and other Eatables, 
Brafs, Iron, and Steel ; in fhort, whatever may ferve 
for the Dreffes of both Sexes, even ready made Cloaths, 
provided they be not defign’d for cloathing whole Re- 
giments or Companies. 

VIIl. If one of the Emperor’s Men of War meets in 
the high Seas, a Merchant Ship belonging to the Sub- 
jets of the King of Spain, or vice verja, then the Man 
of War fhall not approach the Merchant Ship nearer 
thana Cannon Shot, but fhall fend out the Long-boat 
with two or three Men, to whom the Mafter of the 

ferchant Ship is to produce his Documents ; and in 
Cafe they contain any prohibited Goods defigned for the 
Enemy, they are confifcated, but not the Ship, orany 
thing elfe belonging unto it. 

IX. The Navigation and Commerce on both Sides 
fhall be fo free, that if either of the Contra&ting Par- 
ties fhould happen to be at War with one or more 
Powers, the Subjetts of the other Party may continue 
their Commerce as before, with the other’s Enemy 3 ex- 
cept however in Cafe the Port they are bound for fhould 
be befieged. 

X. All Merchandizes belonging to the Subjeéts on ei- 
ther Side, and found in an Enemy’s Bottom, fhall be 
confifcated, with the Ship, tho’ they be not otherwife 
prohibited. 

XI. Each others Subjeéts fhall enjoy in the refpetive 
Dominions the fame Peete of Tolls and Cuftoms 
as they didin the Time of King Charles II. 

XII. Every Imperial Merchant Ship arriving in any 
Spanifh Port, fhall be obliced to exhibit two Declarations 
of her Lacing, one to the Farmer of the Cuftoims, and the 

other 
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other to the Judge of the forfeitable Goods ; and nothing 

fhall be open’d or carry’d out of the Ship before all be vi- 

fited, and a previous Permiflion in Writing. On the other 

Hand, the Officers are to open nothing before it be cat- 

ry’d to the Cuftom-Houfe, and in Prefence of the Pro- 
rietor er his Fa€tor. 

XIII. And whereas nothing is more detrimental to 
Commerce than the Diverfity of exceflive Duties, his 
Royal and Catholick Majefty has confented and decreed 
in Favour of the English, that they fhould pay but 
one Sort of Cuflom, which is 19/. per Cent. on Mer 
chandizes in Proportion to their Value; and this not 
only at Cadiz, St. Mary, and other Ports of Caflille, but 
alfo in thofe of Arragon, Valencia, and Catalonia, except- 
ing only the Provinces of Bifcay and Guipufcoa, where 
the Cuftoms fhall be paid as the French formerly did, 
and as the Englifh and Dutch do at prefent; fo that the 
10 per Cent. once paid, the Merchandizes may be freely 
tranfported throughout Spain, without paying any other 
Duty, except thofe of Alcavalas, Cientos, and Milones, 
which have been regulated apart ; and as it has been a- 
greed, That the Subjetts of their Imperial and Royal 
Catholick Majetlics ihould enjoy the fame Rights and 
Privileges which have been granted tothe mott favoured 
Nations, fuch as are the Fnglifh, Dutch, and the Hans 
Towns ; therefore his Royal Catholick Majefty grants 
the Emperor’s Subjeéts the fame Rights and Privileges 
in every Refpeét. 

XIV. His Imperial Maijefty’s Subje&ts may defer pay- 
ing the Duties called Alcavalas and Cientos, as long as 
their Goods and Merchandizes remain in the Culiom- 
Houfe, where great Care fhall be taken of them; but 
if they have a Mind to tranfport them elfewhere, in 





| order to fell, they fhall bind themfelves by Writing to 


pay the faid Duties two Months after Sale. 

XV. The fame Regulation is to be obferved in Re- 
gard to the Duty called Milones for Fith and other 
Eatables. 

XVI. As the Ports of Guipufcoa and Bi/cay are not 
rul’d by the Laws of Caffille, the Duties fhall be paid 
there conform to the 13th Article. 

XVII. The Mafts, Yards, and all Timber ufed in 
building of Ships, fhall be Toll-free, by Reafon of their 
Ufefulnefs, 

XVIII. To prevent all Difputes about rating the Du- 
ties, the Tariff made made in 1716, between their Ma 

tholick 
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tholick and Britannick Majefties, for the Execution of 
the Third Article of the Treaty of Utrecht, fhall ferve 
as a Rule to the Imperial and Spanifh Subjetts. 

XIX. As to the Merchandizes which are not fpecified 
in the Tariff, they are to be eftimated by the Farmer of 
the Cuftoms, or his Subftitute. 

XX. The Hungarian Salt is to pay the fame Duty as 
the Spanifh. 

XXII. His Catholick Majefty gives Permiffion to the 
Emperor’s Subjeéts living in the Ports and Cities of the 
Kingdoms of Andalufia, Murcia, Arragonia, Valencia, 
and Catalonia, as likewife in the Provinces of Bi/cay and 
Guipufcoa, to hire Dwelling-houfes, and proper Store- 
houfes for their Merchandizes, and grantsthem the fame 
Privileges, Rights and Immunities with the Ergli/h and 
Dutch, which is reciprdcally granted to the King of 
Spain’s Subjefts in the Emperor’s Dominions. 

XXII. The chief of thofe Privileges are, a full Li- 
berty to change their Abode at their own Pleafure, and 
to be exempted from having their Dwelling and Store- 
houfe fearched on Account of their Merchandizes, ex- 
cept in Cafe of a well-grounded Sufpicion, or an evi- 
dent Proof of their having defrauded the King’s Cu- 
ftom, &c. His Imperial Majefty promifes the fame Li- 
berty and Privileges to his Catholick Majefty’s Subjeéts 
in his Dominions. 

XXIII. The Subjef&ts on both Sides fettled in each 
others Dominions, fhall not be obliged to produce their 
Books of Accounts, unlefs it be to draw fome Proof out 
of them, and they fhall be at Liberty to keep them in 
what Language they pleafe, and nobody thall be allow’d ° 
on what Pretence foever, to feize them, or take them out 
of their Hands. 

XXIV. The Subjetts of both Crowns, as likewife the 
Mafters, Pilots, Officers of Ships on either Side, and 
their Goods fhall not be feized for any Debts which 
they have not contraéted themfelves, or have been 
bound for, which fhall hold good even in Cafe of a 
Rupture. 

XXV. There fhall be no Embargo laid upon Men of 
War, Merchant, or any other Ships, to make Ufe ef 
them for War, orfor Tranfports ; neither fhall it be per- 
mitted to force the Officers, Mafters and Seamen, into 
any Service. 

XXXVI. The Perfonal Immunities granted to each 
a@thers trading Subjects; and their Families, exempt 

them 
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them not only from Military Services, but likewife 
from a Adminiftration of Goods and Ef- 
fetts, Gc. Jif : 

XXVII. The Subjeéts on both Sides thall be allow’d 
to chufe attheir own Pleafure, Counfels, Agents, Attor- 
nies, Solicitors, and Brokers. 

XXVIII. In all the Ports and trading Cities which 
doth their Majefties fhall agree upon,” National Confuls 
fhall be eftablifhed to protect the Merchants on both 
Sides, andthey are to enjoy ali the Rights, Authorities, 
Liberties and Immunities the .moft: befriended Nations 
do enjoy. i 

XXIX. Thofe Confuls fhall be empower’d to take 
Cognizance of the Differences and Difputes. between 
the Merchants and the Matters of the Ships, and be- 
tween the Jatter and their Crews, to decide them: fo 
that there fhall he no Appeal fram their Sentence.to the 
Judge of the Place of their Refidence. 

XXX. As to the Judges Confervators, who in the 
former Reigns were a confiderable Magiftracy in Spain, 
which the moft faveured Nations'were allow’d to ¢hufe 
for themfelves, witha Pawer to judge. peremptorily in 
Civil and Criminal Cafes among thofe of their own Na 
tion, it has been agreed, That in Cafe hisRoyal Ca 
tholick Majefly grants for the future this Privilege to 
any Nation, the fame fhall be likewife granted to his 
Amperial Majefty’s Subjects: Meanwhile impartial! and 
fpeedy Juftice Mall. ibe done by the ordinary Magiftrates 
and. Judges from whofe Sentences:no Appeal fhall be 
made, but only tothe Counfel of Commerce at Madrid. 

XXXI. The iEfcheat, or any ‘Right! of the like Na- 
ture, thall not: be made Ufe of with Refpett to each 
ethers Subjects, but the Heirs of the Deceafed fhall 
fucceed them, either by Will er ab Inteftat’, without 
any Let or Hindrance ; and -in Cafe of Difpute among 
two or more Heirs, the Judges of the Place are to de 
cide the Matter peremptorily. 

XXX. If a. Merchant or other Subje&t of either 
of the contraéting Perties fhould chance to die within 
the others Dominions, the Conful or fome other of 
their. publick Miniflers, if there be. anv, fhall re- 
pair to the Houfe of the Deceafed, and take an Inven- 
@ry of all his Merchandizes and Effetts, us likewife of 
his Pooks and. Papers, in order to fecure them for the 


Heirs of the Deceafed. 
Na . XXXUHI. In 
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MAXI. In Cafe any Ship belonging to the con- 
tracting Parties or their:Subjeéts ihould be wreck’d upon 
each others Coaits, the Fifcal Officers fhall. claim no 
‘Right. to it, and all Plundering fhall be feverely forbid- 
den.5 moreover, all. Affiftance is tu be given to thofe 
who fuffer Shipwreck for faving and fecuring all they 
scan. 





<Pretext whatfoever, fet a limited Price to the Merchan- 
dizés. belonging to his Imperial Majefty’s Subjeéts, but 
vthéy fhall be at Liberty to fell them at the current 
Price: The fame Liberty is granted to the Spani/h Sub- 
getscin the Emperor’s Dominions. 

ioURMXV. If the Effcéts of fome of either Parties Sub- 
-jafts. fhould be confifcated, and that fome Goods be- 
donging to any other Perfon fhould-happen tobe among 
them, they thalf be. rettored to the Owners, Ge. 

XXXVI. His Imperial Majefty’s Ships and Subjeéts 
dhall. be allow’d to carry and bring from the Eaft-Indies 
anto all the King of Spain's Dominions, all Sorts of 
Fruits, Effects, and “Merchandizes, provided it appear 
dy Affidavits of the Deputics of the India Company 
eftablifhed in the Auftrian Netherlands, that they come 
from the conquered Places, Colonies or Faftories of the 
faid Company, in which Cafe they fhal! enjoy the fame 
Privileges granted to the Subje&ts of the United Provin- 
aes, by the Royal Letters of the 27th of June and 3d of 
July, 1663: Moreover, his Catholick Majetty declares,

XXXVITI The Goods and Effe&'s which for fear of 
being confifcated, have been kept concealed during the 
War, fhall be rettored to the Proprietors, and the Concea- 
Jers thereof fhall not be in any ways moleiled on that 
Account. 

XXXIX. The Debts contrasted by the Subjects on 
either Side in Trade pr oi:herwife, provided their Goods 
be not confifcated, are to be paid in full, but without 
Intereft, though there fhould happen a War,

XXXIV. His Catholick Majefty fhall, under no | 
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XL. On the other Hand, the Merchandizes and other 
moveable Goods, which have been confifcated on either 
Side, before the Conclufion of the Peace, ihill not be 
reftored, and this to avuid the endlefs Proceffes and 
Difputes -which might arife on that Occafion, 

XLI. Letters of Reprifals which have bcen granted - 
on both Sidcs before this Treaty, thall be decmed void ; 
and both their Majetlics promife not to give any mare 
for the future, unlefs it be for refufing to do Jisttice. 

XLII. The Subjetts on both Sides hall be fevercly 
forbidden to take Commilfions from any other Prince or 
Sute, for fitting out Ships in order to cruize again(t the 
Subje&ts of either of the contraéting Parties, and the 
Contraveners fhall be ufed as Pirates. 

XLITI. If at any Timea Ship belonging to his Impe- 
rial Majefly’s Subjetts be taken by acommon Enemy, 
and afterwards retaken by a Spani/i Man of War, or other 
armed Ship, the Retaker fhall be allowed as a Reward 
the fifth Part of the Value of the Ship and Lading, pro- 
vided the Ship be refcucd within the Space of ioytv- 
eight Hours after her fajling into the Enemy’s Hands, 
Gc. The fame isto be obferved in Cafe a Spani/i Ship 
fhould be retaken by an Imperial Man of War. 

XLIV. In Cafe a new War fhould beak out between 
their Imperial Catholick, and Royal Catholick Majeflies, 
the Merchants and Subjects who live in each other’s 
Ports, Citics and Dominions, &e. fhall be allowed fix 
Months to fecure their Families, Goods, Merchandize, 
Ships, &c. 

XLV. This Article contains only an ample Expla- 
nition of the foregoing. 

XLVI. The {aid Subje&ts who are willing to with- 
draw within the Space of fix Months fhall have Pais- 
ports given them, 

XLVIL. Laftly, It his been ftipulated, that what- 
ever has been granted in Favour of the Enzli/i Nation 
by the Treaties made at Madrid the 23d of May, 1667, 
and the 18th of Fay, 16703; and alfo what has beer 
concluded in the Treaties of Peace and Commerce at 
Utrecht, in 1713, and ftipulated and agreed in the lat 
Trestv, fhall be decined as if it was inferted here ver- 
batin to the Advantage of the Imperial Subjefis, which 
fhall likewife be underitood of all the Advantages the 
Subjects of the United Provinces have obtiined by the 
Treaties of Munftcr, 1643, of the Hague, 1650, ard of 
Utrecht, 37143 fothat in Cafe any Doubt fhould arite 
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about what the Iinpetial Subje&ts are to enjoy in the 
Spanifh Kingdoms -and’ Dominions, Gc. the juft-men- 
tioned Treatics fia ferve as a Rule. 





The prefent Treaty thal! be ratify’d by his Sacred 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and by his Sacred 
Royal Catholick Majefty, and the Inftruments of Ra- 
tification, exchanged within three Months, or fooner if 
‘pofiible. 

In Teftimony whereof, we under-written Commiffa- 
ries, Extraordinary Deputies, and Plenipotentiaries, 
have fet our Hands to the prefent Treaty of Commerce 
and Navigation, at Vienna in Auftria, the firft Day of 
May, 1725.

Proceedings of the Parliament of that Kingdom. 


HE Parliament of. Ireland met at Dudlin on the 

7th of September, according to their laft Prorogation. 
In the Houfe of Peers, Michael Broughton, Efq; Gentle- 
man-Ufher of the Black-Rod, took the Oaths. The 
Lord High Chancellor Weft took the Ou:ths, and his 
Place as Speaker, on the Woollfack. The Right Ho- 
nourable the Lord Vifcount Mole/worth fat firft in Par- 
liament, and took the Oaths. The Right Honourable 
‘John Lord Bellew, the Right’ Honourable Sfames Lord 
Tyrawley, the Right Honourable Brinfley, Lord Newtown, 
the Lord Bifhop of Meath, andthe Lord Bifhopof Elphin, 
delivered their Writs and took the Oaths. His Grace 
the Lord Primate, the Lord Vifcount Duncannon, the 
Lord Bifhop of Clonfert, the Lord Bithop of Limerick, and 
the Lord Forbes, were feverally introduc’d, and took the 
Oaths, Ge. Alfo the Lord Chief Juftice of the Common 
Pleas delivered his Writ, and took the Oaths. 
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In the Houfe of Commons, their Speaker was order’d 
to iffue his Warrants to the Clerk of the Crown, to make 
out Writs for the ele&ting fevera] Knights of Shires aud 
Burgeffes for Boroughs, in the Room of fome Members 
called up to the Houfe of Peers, and of others deceas’d. 
Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer inform’d the Houfe, 
That he was commanded by his Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant to acquaint the Houfe, That it was his Ex- 
cellency’s Pleafure, that the Houfe fhould adjourn it- 
felf to this Day Fortnight. And the Queftion of, Ad- 
journment being put, it was refolved, That the Houfe 
do adjourn itfelf tu that Day Fortnight. The Lords ad- 
journ’d to the fame Time, 

Upon that Day being Tuefday the 21ft of September, 
his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant went to Parliament 
with the ufual Solemnity, and made the following 
Speech from the Throne to both Houfes. 





My Lords end Gertlemen, 

Have his Majeitv’s Commands at the opening of this 

Sefion to acquaint you, That an entire End is put 
to the Patent formerly granted to Mr. Wood, for the coin- 
ing Copper Halfpence and Farthings for this Kingdom, 
by aful) and effectual Surrender thereof to his Majetty, 
an Exemplification of which, under the Great Seal of 
Great Britain, fhal) be laid: before you. So remarkable 
an Inftance of his Majeftv’s Royal Favour and Conde- 
fcenfion, muft fill the Hearts of a loyal and obedient 
People with the higheft Senfe of Duty and Gratitude, 
and I doubt not, but you will make fuch fuitable Re- 
turns, as may convince the World, that you are truly 
fenfible ef the Happinefs you have enjoyed under his 
Majefty’s moft mildand gracious Government, ver fince 
his Acceffon to the Throne of thefe Kingdoms; and 
that the Prefervation of all our Religious and Civil 
Rights muft be ever owing, under God, to the Support 
of his Majefty’s Government, and the Succeflion in his 
Royal Houfe. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I have order’d the feveral Accounts and Eftimates to 
be laid before you, and have receiv’d his Majefty’s Com- 
mands to ask the neceffary Supplies for the Support of 
the Eftablifhment, and making good the former Defici- 
encies, for which his Majeftv doth not queftion but you 
will chearfully provide, and in fuch a Manner as will be 


Jeaft burthenfome to his People.

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My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I cannot omit this Opportunity of recommending to-

I could wifh our Succefs in the Linnen 
Trade, within thefe few Years paft, might encourage 
us ty endeavour at an equal Improvement in the Hempen 
Manufaétures, whereby the Wealth and Riches of this 
Nation would be greatly increafed, and in which you’ 
may depend upon his Majefty’s Royal Favour and Pro-. 
teétion. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

The Funds appropriated by Law, to the Poor’s Houfe 
of this City, being near expiring, you will confier if 
that Charity may not be better regulated to anfwer the 
Ends of its Inftitution. And as it is of the utmoft Con- 
fequence to preferve the Port of Dublin, I am fully fa- 
tisfied you will take Care to enable the Ballaft-Office to 
apply that Revenue in the mott effectual Manner. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

It may be the proper at this Time to revi>w the Laws, 
ind confider what others may be neceffury to prevent 
the pernicious Praétice of the clandefline runnidg of 
Goods, which doth not only diminifh the Revenue, but 
neceflarily tends to the Ruin and Deftru€tion of the fair 
Trader. You will likewife think of fome Liw which 
may be proper for the effectual Tranfportation. of Felons. 
Talfo recommend it to you to confider of the beft Me- 
thods for fecuring us from the Mifchiefs which mav be 
reafonably apprehended from the Numbers of Popith 
Priefts and Regulars, which daily increafe. 

As all the Proteftants of this Kingdom can have but 
ene coninon Intereft, and have too often fatally expe-

Upon a Meffage from the Lords, That the Lords defire 
an immediate Conference with this Houfe, in the Con- 
ference-Chamber, relating te an Exemplification of a 
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Deed of Surrender of the Patent granted to Mr. Wood, 
for the coining of Copper Half-pence and Farthings for 
this Kingdom ; and then the Meffengers withdrew: It 
was refolv’d, That this Houfe doth agree to meet the 
Lords, at an immediate Conterence, as their Lordships 
' do defire. And the Meffengers were called in again, and 
Mr. Speaker acquainted them, That the Houfe had con- 
fidered their Meffage, and did agree to meet the Lords 
at an immediate Conference, as their Lordthips do defire. 
And then the Meffengers withdrew. And Managers were 
appointed to manage the faid Conference. And the Ma- 
nagers went to the Conference, and being returned, Mr, 
“Folaua Allen reported the Conference ; and that the Lords 
having receiv’d from his Excellency the Lord Lieute- 
nant the Exemplification of a Deed of Surrender of the 
Patent granted to Wiliam Wood, for coining Copper Half- 
pence and Ferthirgs for this Kingdom, had delivered the 
fame to the Managers, which Exemplication was brought 
up tothe Table, “where the fame was read : Hereupon 
it was ordered, That the faid Exemplification of the 
faid Deed of Surrender do lie upon the Table. 
Che fame Day (Sept. 22.) both Houfes feverally 
waited upon the Lord Lieutenant with their refpeRive 
Addreffes, whith are as follow :

Mr. Maynard reported from the Committee, appoint- 
ed to take into Confideration the Petition of the Mini- 
fters, ChurcheWardens, and the Proteftant Inhabitants 
of the Parith of Chrift-Church and St.Mary-Shandon in 
the City of Corke; as alfo the Petition of the Mayor, 
Sheritis, and Commons of the faid City of Corke, that 
they had come to a Refolution in the Matter to them re- 
ferred, which he read in his Place, and after deliver’d 
at the Table, where the fame was again read, and agreed 
unto by the Houfe, and is as followeth:

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in Heads of a 
Bill, for finifhing the Churches of Chrifi-Church, St. Paul, 
and Old St. Mary-Shandon in the City of Corke. 

On Friday the 8th of Oéfober, Mr. Chancellor of the 
Exchequer reported from the Committee appointed to 
take into Confideration the Petition of tlic Right Ho- 
nourable ‘John Lord Vifcount Mole/worth, and Richard 
Molefworth, William Molefworth, Edward Molefworth, 
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Walter Mole/worth, Coote Molefworth, and By/Je Mole/worth, 
Efqrs. all Brothers of the faid Yohn Lord Vifcount Mo/e/- 
worth, that they had come to a Refolution in the 
Matter to them referred, which he read in his Place, 
and the fame was agreed to, and is as followeth, Refolv’d, 
That it is the Opinion of this Committee, that the Pe- 
titioners have prov’d the Allegations of their Petition 
to the SatisfaGtion of the Committee. 

Order'd, That Leave be given to bring in Heads of a 
Bill, for enabling the Right Honourable John Lord Vijcourt 
Molefworth, and Richard Molefworth, and the feveral 
other Perfons in Remainder for Life, when in PolJeifion of 
certain Lands near St. Stephen’s-Green, and Dawfon- 
fireet in the County of the City of Dublin, to make Leajes 
thereof. 

Then the Houfe was (according to Order) called over, 
and the Names of fuch Members as made Default to 
appear, were noted down, and ordered, That the Names 
of the Members, who made Default to appear this Day, 
be called over on Monday feven-night: As alfo ordered, 
That fuch Members, as ihall not then attend, be taken 
into the Cuflody of the Serjeant at Arms attending this 
Houfe. 

On Tucfday the r2th, the Commons refolved to ad- 
drefs the Lord Lieutenant for an Account of the Debt 
and Credit of the Nation for the Quarter commencing 
Lady-Day, 1725, andending Mid/ummcr following ; and 
alfo an Eftimate of the Debt and Credit of the Nation, 
from Mid/ummer, 1725, to Chriffmas following: And 
then, the Confideration of the Supply granted to his Ma- 
jetty, was put off *till the Monday following. 

On Thurfday the rath, feveral Members return’d 
upon new Writs, qualified themfelves, by taking the 
Oaths, making and fubfcribing the Declaration, Gc. 
aiter which it was refolv’d to addrefs the Lord Lieute- 
nant for the Grofs and Net yearly Produce of the Here- 
ditary Revenue, additional Duties, and cafual Revenue, 
from Mid/ummer, 1709, to Midfammer, 1725, diftinguifh- 
ing the Produce of each Years; alfo the Eftablifhments 
and ether Charges of Government from Mid{ummer, 1709, 
to Mid/ummer, 1725, diftinguifhing the Charges of each 
Year ; and alfoan Account of the Money received and 
paid by the Vice-Treafurers of this Kingdom, from 
Mid/ummer, 1709, to Mid/ummer, 1725, diftinguilhing 
the Receipts and Payments of each Year. 
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Then Colonel Matthew Pennyfather by Order of the 
Lord Lieutenant, prefented to the Houfe, purfuant to 
their Addrefs, an Abitra&t of the Produce of the Heredi- 
tary Revenue and additional Duties, with the Charge 
of the Eftablifhment, and other Expences of Govern- 
ment, for the Quarter ended at Mid/ummer, 1725; which . 
was referred to the Committee appointed to infpe&t the 
publick Accounts of the Nation. 

Mr. Gardiner prefented alfo to the Houfe, purfuant, to 
their Addrefs, 

Abftraét of Receipts and Payments in the Treafury 
Office, Dublin, from Lady-Day, 1725, to the 7th of Fane, 
exclufive following. 

Abftraét of Receipts and Payments in the Treafury- 
Office, Dublin, from the 7th of Fune inclufive, to the 
24th exclufive, 1725. Which Abftraéts were referred to 
the faid Committee. Then it was ordered, That the 
Rev. Mr. William Hamilton, Archdeacon of Armagh, be 
defired to preach before this Houfe at St. Andrew's 
Church, upon the 5th of November next, being appoint- 
ed for a Day of Thankfgiving for the happy Delive- 
rance of King ‘fames I. and the three Eftates of England, 
from the moft traiterous and bloody intended Maffacre 
by Gun-powder; and alfo for the happy Arrival of his 
lite Majefty King William, for the Deliverance of this 
‘Church and Nation. 

The next Day (O&8. 15) Mr. Thomas Coote reported 
from the Committee appointed to infpett the Laws 
made to prevent the Running of Goods, and to confi- 
der of proper Methods for the more effettual preventing 
the Running thereof for the future, the Matter as it ap- 
peared to them; which Report he read in his Place, 
and after delivered at the Table, where the fame was 
again read and agreed unto by the Houfe. And it was 
ordered, That Leave be given to bring in Heads of a 
Bill, for enforcing the Laws in this Kingdom for preventing 
the Runuing of Goods, and for the more effettual det: cting 
fach fraudulent Prattices, and preventing the fame for tae 
future; and that it be referred to the faid Committec to 
prepare and bring in the faid Heads of a Bill. 

It was alfo ordered, That a Committee be appointed 
to infpett the State and Management of the Work-houfe 
in the City of Dublin; and report the fame, with their 
Opinion thereupon to the Houfe ; and that all Members 
whe come have Voices. And a Committee was ap- 
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pointed accordingly, and they have Power to fend for 
Perfons, Papers, and Records. 

On Monday the 18th of O&fober, the Commons or- 
der’d the proper ‘Officers to lay before their Houfe, an 
Abftra&t of the Produce of the Hereditary Revenue, and 





_additional Duties, with the Charge of the Eflablith- 


ment and other Expences of Government, for the Quar~ 
ter commenced at Mid/ummer, 1725, and ended at Mi- 
chaelmas following. Then Colonel Matthew Pennyfather 
by Order of the Lord Lieutenant, prefented to the Houfe, 
purfuant to their Addrefs, An Eitimate of the Produce 
ef the Revenue and Charge of the Eftablifhment, for fix 
Months, ending at Giriftmas, 1725, which Eftimate was 
referred to the Committee appointed to infpe&t the pube 
lick Accounts of the Nation. 

The next Day (Oé. 19) the Commons appointed a 
Committee to infpett what Laws are expired, or neas 
expiring, that are fit tobe revived or continued; and 
then ordered Heads of a Bill to be brought in for the 
better enabling Sheriffs to fue on their Patents, and pafs 
their Accounts ; and for the better regulating the Office of 
Sheriffs. After this Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer 
prefented to the Houfe Heads of a Bill for enabling the 
Lord Vifcount Molefworth, and others to make Leafes of cer- 
tain Lands, &c. And Heads of a Bill were ordered to be 
brought in, to reduce the Intereft of Money. 

On Friday the 22d of Ofeber, the Commons ordered a 
new Writ for the clefting a Burge!s for the Borough of 
Newhorough alias Gory; in the County of Wexfor/, in 
the Room of George Ram, Efq; deceafed. 

On Monday the 25th, Mr. Warburton reported from 
the Committee appointed to infpect the publick Ac- 
counts of the Nation, That they had come to feveral 
Refolutions in the Matter to them referred, which he 
read in his Place, and after deliver’d at the Table, 
where the fame were again read, and are as follow, 
viz. 

I. Refolved, that it appears to this Committee, That 
the Charge of the Eftabhithment for two Yerrs commen- 
cing the 25th Day of March, 1725, and ending the 25th 
Day of March, 1727, will amount to a Sum not exceed- 
ing eight hundred cighty-fix thoufand one hundred fifty- 
five Pounds twe Shillings and three Pence.

Day, 1725, or to:fix any Ballance on the fame; and 
that therefore he was direfted by the Committee to 
move, that they may have Leave to fit again.

That a Sum of 2507. be given te William Rayly 
and Henry Buckley, the Clerks attending the Committee 
of Accounts, and other Committees, as a Reward for 
their Attendance and Service this Sefion of Parliiment, 
to be equally divided between them. 

VIII. ThataSum of 80/. be given to Juhn- Figldhoufe 
and Bartholomew Mac Donnell, Door-Keepers to this 
Houfe, as a Reward for their Attendance and Service 
this Seflion of Parliament, to be equally, divided be- 
tween them.

XI. That. towards the faid Supply, the Sum of 
292181’.

To which Refolutions, the Queftion being feverally 
put, the Houfe did agree. 

After this Mr. Warburton reported frem the Commit: 
tee appointed to infpect the publick sn sorts 
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Nation, That they had come to a Refolution in the Mat- 
ter to them referred, which he read in his Place, and 
after delivered at the Table, where the fame was again 
read, and is as followeth : 

Refolv’d, That it appears to this Committee, That

Proceedings of the Geneval Affembly of the Church of 
Scotland, 


N the 6th of May, the General Affembly of the 

Church of Scotland met at Edinburgh, and chofe 
for their Moderator Mr. Fames Afton, His Majetfty’s 
Commiffion to the Right Honourable the Earl of Loudon, 
was read, as was likewife his Majefty’s meft gracious 
Letter to the Affembly. His Majefty’s High Commif- 
fioner made a Speech to the Affembly, which was an- 
fwer'd on their Part by the Moderator. A Committee 
was order’d to draw up adutiful Anfwer to his Majefty’s 
moft gracious Letter, which being reported on the 8th, 
was unanimoufly approved ; and having been tranf- 
mitted to his Grace the Duke of Roxburgh, one of his 
Majefty’s Principal Secretaries of State, was by him 
prefented to his Majefty on the 12th of May, The 
High Commiffioner’s Speech was as follows : 


Right Reverend and Right Honourable, 

HE Church of Scotlaxd, amidft the Happinefs 

which all his Majefty’s Subjeéts enjoy under his 
wife and prudcnt Government, have many Reafons to be 
highly fenfible, That they have a particular Share in 
the great Bieflings of his Reign, having all along re- 
ceiv’d many confiderable Marks of his Royal Protettion 
and Favour. 

The Senfe the King is pleafed to exprefs in his moft 
gracious Letter, of that fteady Zeal and Affeftion to his 
Perfon and Government, and that Concern for the Pro- 
fperity of the Church which have fo eminently appear’d 
in all your former Affemblies, and of his entire Confi- 
dence of your continuing in the fame good Spirit and 
Difpofition, muft without Doubt give the greateft Sa- 
tisfaftion to this venerable Affembly. 

Tam fully inftruéted to renew to you, in his Majefty’s 
Name, the Affurances of his Royal Refolution to main- 
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tain inviolably the Rights and Privileges of the Church 
of Scotland as by Law eftablifhed ; which I do with great 
Pleafure. 

There having been Reprefentations made to his Ma- 
jetty by former Affemblies and their Commiflioners, fet- 
ting forth, That Popery and Ignorance do increafe and 
prevail in the Highlands, and Iflands, and that one of 
the principal Caufes thereof, is the large Extent of 
the Parifhes in thofe Parts, whereby the Minifters of 
thofe Parifhes find themfelves unable to vifit their Pa. 
rifhioners in their feveral Bounds as they ought, and 
give them fuch Inftruction as is neceffary to enlighten 
them, and arm them againft the Practices of many Po- 
pifh Priefts that refort thither in order to pervert and 
feduce them from the Profeflion and Principles ef the 
Reformed Religion; and that the moft probable Means 
to prevent thofe Praftices, would be to give fome pro- 
per Encouragement to Itinerant Preachers and Catechifts 
to go into thofe Parts, and be afliiting to the Minilters 
eftablifh’d there. 

His Majefty has impower’d me toinform you, That 
he is firmly refolv’d to promote and encourage as much 
as in him lies, fo good and piousa Defign ; and is therg-' 
fore pleafed to order the Sum of one thoufind Pounds 
yearly to be appointed during his Roval Pleafure, and 
apply’d folely for the Provifion and Entertainment of 
fuch Itinerant Minifters and Catechifts as fhall be em- 

loyed in thofe Parts for the Purpofes abové-mention’d. 
And that it is his Royal Will and Pleafure, That the faid 
Sum of one thoufand Pounds be diftributed and applied 
by this and fucceeding Affemblies, or fuch Perfons as 
they fhall authorife and appoint for the Ends afore- 
faid, and thata due State of the Diftribution be annual- 
ly laid before the Lord High Treafurer, or the Lords 
Commiffioners of the Treafury for the Time being, 
that his Majefty may give fuch farther Dircétions 
as he fhall think mot proper for the Ends abovemen- 
tioned. 

The Steps his Maijefly is taking for the Peace and 
Tranquillity of the Highlands, will facilitate your doing 
of your Duty in this important Matter, and give vou 
an Opportunity by the Ways of Example, Perfwafion, 
and Convittion, to put fome Stop to the fpreading Igno- 
‘rance and Profanenefs on the one Hand, and the traf- 
ficking of Popifh Priefts and Emiffaries on the other, 


in the Highlands amd Iflands. I know you will re- 
ceive 
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ceive this great and frefh Mark of his Majefty’s Fa- 
vour, with all imaginable Gratitude, and that you will 
take particular Care of the Application of his Maje- 
ity’s Royal Bounty to the pious Ends for which it ig 
defigned. *” : 

Right Reverend and Right Honourable; 

His Majefty has been pleafed to confer upon me the 
Honour of reprefenting his Royal Perfon in this Aflem- 
bly: Your Condué& in former Affemblies, and parti- 
cularly in that where I had the Honour to bear the 
fame Charaéter, encouraged me to undertake this great 
Truft, which I fhall endeavour to difcharge with Duty 
and Fidelity to his Majefty, and with that Regard 
which I have always had to the Intereft of the Church 
of Scotland. 

The Spirit of Unanimity and Moderation, which his 
Majefty recommends to you, is fo much your Duty, and 
I perfwade myfelf fo much your Difpofition, that I 
doubt not you will with the ufual Prudence of the Af- 
femblies of this Church, apply yourfelves to fuch Mea- 
fures as may conduce moift to the flourifhing of the 
Church, by promoting of true Religion and Piety, and 
difcouraging Vice and Immorality, with fuch a Temper, 
that Brotherly Love and Affettion may thine in al! your 
Debates and Proceedings.

"On the 24th of Sune, being Mid/ummer—Day, there 
happen’d a great Tumult at Glafgew in North Britain, 
of ‘which, the ‘following Account was publifhed in the 
London Gazette of the 17th of July, 1725, as follows: 


Edinburgh, ‘fune 26. 


HE Majt-Tax in North-Britain commencing on the 

4. 23d Inftant, the Malfters in and about the City 
gave ready Admittance to the Officers of Excife, tatake 
an’ Account ef the Stock in Hand ; but the Officers who 
were to do the like at Gla/gow, were obliged to fend 
Letters the -21f:to the Commiffioners of Excife here, 
acquainting them, that fome of the People of that Town 
had'threatned to ftone them if they fhould attempt to 
vifit the Malt-Houfes there, The Commiffioners here- 
upon made Application to Major-General Wade, Com- 
mandcr in Chief of: his Majefty’s Forces in this Part-of 
the Kingdom, -who.on the 23d fent two Companies to 
Glafgow, with Orders to affift the Civil Magiftrates, as 
alfo’ the Officers of the Cuftoms and Excife, in the Exe- 
cutjon of their Duty, and to proteé&t them from the In- 
fults of Rioters. The Companies marched with great 
Expedition, and arrived there the 2qth, between Six 
and Seven in the Evening. At their Entrance inta 
the Town, they found a great Mob, confifting moftly 
of Women and Boys, who gave them abufive Language, 
and threw Stones at them as they marched along the 
Streets, crying out, No Malt-Tax. The Officer defired 
them to forbear, for he intended them no Harm. He 
applied 
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applied himfelf to the Provoft, who gave him Billets 
for quartering his Men, but told him he could not put 
him into Poffeffion of the Guard-Room, becaufe it had 
been Jock’d up and the Key taken away by the Rabble 
when they heard the Soldiers were coming thither. The 
Officer unwilling to exafperate them by forcing open the 
Door, ordered the Guard to be kept at a publick Houle 
which he hir’d for that Purpofe. About Eleven a- 
Clock that Night feveral thoufands of the Mob got to- 
gether, and marched towards the Houfe of Mr. Daniel 
Campbell, Reprefentative in Parliament for G/a/gow, 
threatning to plunder it. Upon which Captain Bujhel, 
who commanded the two Companies, fent an Officer to 
the Provoft, letting him know the Mifchief they de- 
figned to commit, and that he was ready with his Men 
to afift him in preventing it; but his Anfwer was, that 
he thought the Number of his Soldiers was toe fmall, 
and therefore he would not make any Ufe of them. 
Thus the Rabble finding no Oppofition, nor even the 
Appearance of a Magiftrate to reftrain their Fury, with 
Hatchets and other Inftruments forced into the Houfe, 
and turn’d out two or three of Mr. Campbell’s Servants 
(he with his Wife having the Day before retired to his 
Country Houfe) and fell to plundering every thing 
that they could carry away, and deftroying what was 
not portable. This Riot continu’d "till Nine the next 
Morning, when feveral of the Mob were lying drunk in 
the Houfe, with the Wine and Liquors they found in 
the Cellars, but the Magiftrates did not get any of them 
fecured. The Officers of the Excife during this Time 
were forced to hide, but fome of them being difcover’d 
by the Rioters, were beaten feverely. It was hoped, 
that the Rage of the Mob had been fufficiently gratified 
in the plundering of Mr. Campbell’s Houfe, and. ’till 
Three or Four in the Afternoon following, the Town 
in Appearnce was very quiet, when the Rioters began 
to meet again, Women, or Men in Womens Cluaths, 
beating Drums about the Streets to call them together. 
The Captain of the two Companies, not knowing what 
their Defigns might be, order’d the Soldiers to be near 
the .Guard-Houfe, which the Provoft had opened for 
them in the Morning: But the Mob did not long keep 
their Secret, for they advanced towards the Guard, fay- 
ing their next Bufinefg was with the Soldiers. They 
athered from all Quarters of the Town, began to throw 
Sees at the Soldiers, crying, Drive the Dogs out of Town, 
ee eo me 
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ewe will cut them to Pieces: The Officer told them they 
did not intend them any Harm, but if they continu’d to 
provoke them they fhould not be able to refrain from 
firing atthem: They anfwered that they durft not fire 
with Ball, and continu’d throwing Stones in fuch Quan- 
tities and fo large, that they broke fome of the Lecks 
of their Pieces, and their Bayonets, and wounded feve- 
ral of the Men; upon which fome of the Men were or- 
dered to fire over their Heads, in Hopes to terrify them ; 
but they advancing ftill upon the Soldiers, and throw- 
ing Stones in greater Quantities, the Soldiers fired on 
them and killed or wounded three or four, upon 
which they retired to fome Diftance. In this fhort In- 
terval, the Provoft fent to the Commanding Officer, de- 
firing him to fave himfelf and Men, by’ retreating to 
out of the Town, for the Rioters were colleéting all the 
Arms they had, and if hedid not fpeedily march away, 
there would be a great deal more Bloodfhed. The Captain 
taking his Advice, immediately march’d for Dunbarton, 
being followed by great Numbers of the Mob, and that 
fo clofely, that he was forced to fire now and then a 
Shot to fecure his Retreat out of the Town. He was 
follow’d fix Miles by three or four hundred of the Ric- 
tersarm’d, but they durft not come up with him. Cap- 
tain Bufhel has fent an Officer hither, from Dunbarton 
Caftle, to give Major-General Wade this Account of what 
had paffed ; and the Major-General has receiv’d the like 
Account by feveral Perfons come from Glafgow. The 
faid Officer relates further, that they mifs fix of their 
Men, and that they left their Baggage (which he fup- 
pofes is plundered) in the Town of Gla/gow. 

On the other Hand, Letters from Glafgow, import, 
That as the Mob there wasa little Quiet, the Magiftrates, 
who had left the Town, return’d and took feveral Exa- 
minations of the Towns-People, relating to the Riot, 
and publith’d a Paper in Vindication of their own Con- 
duct; wherein they lay the Blame, ina great Meafure, 
on the Officers who commanded the Detachment in that 
Town. ‘* They fay, that they were very rath in order- 
* ing the Firing, which exafperated the Mob, there be- 
“ing at firft only a few Women and Boys that in- 
“fulted them; that a little fat Officer commanded 
*a Soldier to march feveral Steps out of his Rank, 
“and fhoot a fingle Man, which he did; and hime 
* feif with Piftol ftept before his Platoon, and kill’d an 
‘ innocent Man; that they fired at the Windows, &c., 

and 
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¢ and infift that the Mob might have been appeafed, had 
© it not been for fuch rigorous Proceedings, which made 
‘them more violent, and to fall upon the Provoft and 
©Magiftrates for fuffering the Forces to flay ia the 
© Town. 


Upon Advice of what had happened at Gla/gow, the 
General Convention of the Royal Boroughs of Norte 
Britain met at Edinburgh on the 7th of Fuly, 1725, and 
made the following Order, viz. 


7 oe which Day, the Convention of Royal Bo- 
roughs having been informed that certain evil- 
minded Perfons have taken upon them to pafs to divers 
Royal Boroughs of this Realm, in order to incite them 


_ torefufe to give Obedience to the Law that enatts the 


Payment of the Malt-Tax, and to induce the Maltfters 
to come into this Piece of Difobedience, have falfly and 
villainoufly propagated Reports, That the whole Royal Bo- 
roughs of Scotland had come to a Refolution to ftand out againft 
Payment of the faid Tax; a Confequence whereof it has 
been faid, that the Malfters in divers Places have refus’d 
to give Obedience to the Law ; and that their Difobedi- 
ence has been fupported in fome Places, with Tumults 
and Riots, whereby the Boroughs in which fuch Riots 
may have happened, are fubjeéted to fundry Penalties 
and Inconveniencies ; and the unwary People, who 
have been drawn into fuch Riots and Tumults, are liable 
to the higheft Penalties and Forfeitures; and taking it 
to be their Duty to admonifh the feveral Royal Boroughs 
under their Care, of the dangerous Confequences of fuch 
feditious Pra€tices, and to exhort them to that Obedience, 
which Duty and Loyalty to his Majefty, Refpeét to the 
Laws of the Land, and a true Regard for the Intereft of 
their feveral Incorporations call for at their Hands, 
have therefore refolved, that a Circular Letter from 
this Convention to each of the Royal Boroughs within 
Scotland, be forthwith difpatch’d by Exprefs, teftifying 
the Falfhood of the fcandalous Report above-mentioned, 
concerning the Refolution of the Royal Boroughs, fiz- 
nifying their Abhorrence of the Thought of refi{ting, 
or not paying due Obedience to the Law, which has 
enafted the levying the Malt-Tax, exhorting the Ma- 
giftrates and Governours of each Royal Borough to con- 
cur vigoroufly with the Officers of the Revenue in the 
Execution of the Laws relating to the levying the fiid 
M;.!t- 
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Malt-Tax, and in the fupprefling of all Mobs, Riots, 
and tumultuous Affemblies whatfoever, within Burgh, 
admonifhing them of the dangerous Confequences of fath 
Riots and Tumults to the feveral Incorporations where 
they may happen ; and requiring the Magiftrates every 
where to ufe all Diligence for the Difcovery of the Au- 
thors of fuch malicious Reports and feditious Praétices, 
as are firft above-mentioned, and to acquaint the annual 
Committee of the Convention therewith, that the Of: 
fenders may be profecuted, and brought to deferved 
Punifhment, at the Suit of the Convention, as Diftur- 
bers of the Peace of the Borough: And to the End each 
particular Borough may, with the greater Certainty, be 
informed of their Duty, with Refpeét to Mobs and Tu- 
mults, the Convention has further order’d, that the A& 
Anno primo Regis, Entitled An A for preventing Riots 
and Tumultuous Afemblies, &c. be reprinted by his Ma- 
jefty’s Printers, at the Expence of the Convention, and 
that Copies thereof be tranfmitted to each Royal Borough 
along with this Refolution. 








The further Accotunts we have receiv’d from Scotland; 
are as follow : 
Glafgow, Fuly 12. 
AJOR_ General Wade, accompanied by Duncan 
Forbes, Efq; Lord Advocate, fet out from Edin- 
‘burgh on the 8th Inftant; and at Noon the next Day 
joyned a Body of Forces that had been order’d to draw 
together ona Moor within two Miles of this Place, con- 
fitting of four Troops and a Detachment of Colonel 
Campbell’s Dragoons, eight Companies of the Earl of De- 
lorain’s Regiment of Foot, the Earl of Stairs’s Regiment, 
and one of the new raifed Highland Companies. About 
Two a-Clock in the Afternoon that Day (the 9th) the 
Major-General (who early that Morning had by a Let- 
ter informed the Magiftrates of his coming) entred the 
Town, the Troops advancing with Silence and good Or- 
der, and they were diftributed into Quarters without any 
Difturbance. The two follwing Days, the Officers of 
the Excife were fet to take an Account of the Stock in 
Hand of the feveral Maltiters, and had quiet Admittance, 
The Rioters of this Place having endeavoured, by circu- 
lar Letters to every Town ofany Note in this Part of the 
Kingdom, to excite Tumults, the Mob rofe three Days 
ago at Elgin, attacked in the Night three Soldiers who 
were pofted Centinels at a Shop wherein was lodged ‘a 
Quantity 
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Quantity of Brandy that had been feized by Officers of 
the Cuftoms, and. obliged the Soldiers to fre in their own 
Defence, by which one of the Rabble was killed. The 





Soldiers being overpowered, were put in Prifon by the 


Magiftrates ; and the Mob immediately after carried off 
the Seizure. Yefterday came a Letter froma Juftice of 
the Peace, advifing, That three or four hundred of the 
Mob of Beeth.and Dalry had fallen upon a Serjeant and 
sight Dragoons, who had been called to the Affiftance 
of the Officers of the Cuftoms, in order to fecure irom 
being taken away a:great Quantity of Soap that had 
been feized. The Mob were armed: The Dragoons 
were forced to retire over a River: Several were wounded 
on both Sides: But we do not learn that-any were killed. 
Informations having been taken of the Names, Trades, 
and Habitations of feveral of the Rioters here, above 
thirty of them were feized late laft Night, in order to 
be fent under a Guard to Edinburgh. 


P.S. The Malfters here do now comply with the 
Terms of the Act: Thofe who are taken up are mean 
Perfons. Near a hundred Witneffes have been examin’d, 
and. there is little or nothing found againit any ot 
them.; it is all laid on thofe that are fled, and on Stran 


gers from the Country. 


On Friday the 16th of ‘July, General Wade, and the 
Lord Advocate left G'a/gow, after the latter had com- 
mitted to Prifon 17 Men and Boys, and four Women, 
on Account of the late Difturbances. The Lord Pro- 
voft, Bailies, Dean of Guild, and Deacon Conveneer, 
Magiftrates of the faid City, were alfo apprehended ; 
and, the next Day, under a Strong Guard of Dragoons, 
fent to Edinburgh ; when they came near that City on 
the 19th of July, about Six in the Evening, there was 
a vaft Concourfe of People at fo uncommon and unex- 
pefted a Sight; befides, a great many Merchants and 
Men of Note, on Horfeback, went to meet them, 
and accompany’d them to the Prifon-Deoor, the Magi- 
ftrates being in Coaches: They did not continue long 
under Confinement ; for this Affair being brought be- 
fore the Lords of Juiticiary, they were unanimous in O- 
pinion, that the Magiftrates were innecent; upon 
which they were immediately fet at Liberty. 

Neverthelefs Eleven of the Gla/zow Rioters were ar- 
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and Mifdemeanors. The Defence they made to the Libel 
and Information exhibited and preferred againft them, 
by his Majefty’s Advocate, contain’d in Subftance, * That 
“jn the moit dificult Times, particularly in the late un. 
“natural Rebellion, which threaten’d the total Over. 
* throw of the prefent happy Eftablifhment, and of the 
“Proteftant Succeflion in his Majefty’s Auguft Family, 
“the City of Gla/gow had ditlinguifhed and exerted 
* themfelves for. the Service of the Government; that 
“ fome of the Prifoners in particular, had given emi- 
‘* nent Inftances of their Zeal and Loyalty to his Maje- 
“fty. That indeed, all Crimes are Breaches of the 
:* Law, and, in fome Meafure, diflurbing the Peace of 
© the Government, but that Riots were never conftrued 
“ordeem’d Rebellion. That the great Affcétion they 
““had ever profefs’d for his Majefty could not excufe 
Sthem if they committed any Mifdemeanors, yet they 
“hoped an Injury done toa private Perfon would nat 
“make them guilty of Treafon; That the Attack on 
“Mr. Campbell’s Houfe was private Refentment; that 
© tho’ they were, at fome Time in the Mob, they ought 
“not to be judg’d guilty of the Aftions the Mob com- 
© mitted, if they left it before the Commillion of the 
* Faéts charged upon them ; if fo, feveral Perfons who 
© wentinto Mr. Campéell’s Houfe to fave what they could 
“from Deftruétion for him, muft be guilty of the Riot ; 
“and as to arming, and purfuing the King’s Forces, that 
“was done on the Account of the Slaughter of their 
* Fellow. Citizens ; and the taking two of the Soldiers 
* Prifoners, was, to have them tryed for it.’ This 
was over-ruled by the Right Honourable the Earl 
of Iflay, Chief Lord of Jufticiary, who made the fol- 
lowing Reply: ‘ That if the Inhabitants of Gla/gow, or 
“€ even the Prifoners, had affifted in fubduing his Ma- 
“jefty’s Enemies, fure they had not thereby conquer’d 
“his Maiefty, and acquired a Right to affume Regal 
“Power, and fpurn at his Authority when they pleafed 5 
‘to rob his Subjeéts, to break his Peace, to attack his 
© Troops, and cloud and rutile the Tranquillity of his 
© Majettv’s ferene Reign ; but they and others, by their 
© Example, muft be taught, that to yield Obedience for 
“once, does not exempt them from the proper Correflion 
© of the Law, when they fhall dare thereafter to attempt 

* any thing in Oppofition to it.’ 
The Court of Jufliciary having for two Days fat 
fren Ten in the Morning ‘till Eleven at Night, upon 
the 
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the Relevancy of the Bill againft the faid cleven Rio. 
ters, at the Inftance of the Lord Advocate, on the iit 
of Ofeber, pronounced Interlocutor, and fuflained the 
Fa@ts libelled in the Information, as viz. ‘ The Prilo- 
“ners being Part of the unlawful Convocation within 
‘the Burgh, they are theretore liable to Death upon 
“the Common Law and Statute of King ‘fumes 1. 
‘And as to the forcibly entring and demoli{hing Mr. 
* Campbell’s Houfe, the Court has alfo found it rejevant 
*to infer the Pain of Death, upon the Statute of the 
 Firft of that King. The attacking the two Companies, 
‘purfuing and taking two of the Soldiers, and the other 
* Faéts, they found relevant, diflinctly to infer Arbitrary 
*Punifhment ; and appointed the Monday following te 
‘adduce Probation, or to prove the Allegations on both 
§ Sides. 

Accordingly on the ath of Offober, about Eight of 
the Clock in the Morning, the Court of Jufiiciary be- 
gan to take Depofitions, or to hear and examine Wit- 
neffes, touching the Gla/gow Riot, and fat near twenty- 
two Hours, “till about Six a-Clock the next Morning, 
when the Lords rofe, and the Jury inclofed in order 
to confider of their Verdiét. 

The next Day (O¢t. 6.) the Jury brought in their 
Verdict ; upon which the two Dorrachs, Barns, Larg, 
and Peade were difmifs'd the Bars but ‘ames Falkener 
and Janet Hill were tound Guilty, and fentenced to Ba- 
niihment during Life. ‘The former prefented a Petition, 
praying a Mitigation of the faid Sentence, alledging his 
Zeak for his Majefty’s Government, particularly his ferv- 
ing as a Volunteer in the Army againfl the Rebels in 
1715, Gc. but after the Pleadings of the Counfel, the 
Sentence was afirmed. Eight more of thofe People were 
brought to the Bar to be tryed for the faid Riot, 
and Informations againft them were ordered to be 
brought in; and then the Court adjourn’d to the Tuef- 
day tollowing. 

Accordingly, on the 12th of Otober, the Lords of 
Jufticiary proceeded on the Tryal of Walter Buchanan, 
George Me? Furlane, lienry Luke, Robert Douglas, William 
Hamilton, Robert Main, Patrick Mitchell, and Janet Bal- 
deny, and pronounced Enterlocutor, as in the Pryal of 
the former Rioters, finding none of the Articles in tlic 
Jnformation laid againit them relevant to infer the Pains 
of Death and Confifcation of Goods, but the breaki: 
and demoliihing Mr. Compiell’s Houfe. The next Day 
Rr2 thei 
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their Lordfhips fat and examin’d the Witneffes for and 
againft, from Eight in the Morning "till Twelve at 
Night, when the Jury inclofed. On the r4th in the 
Afternoon, the Court of Jufticiary met to receive the 
Verdi&t of Afize, when Walter Buchanan, William Hawmil- 
zon, George Mc’ Farlane, Patrick Mitchell, and Janet Bal- 
deny, being found guilty of the Riot, the four Men, were 
the next Day fentenced to be tranfported, after they 
hhad been fcourged at Gla/zow by the Commen Hang- 
man 3 and Yanet Balleny, che Woman, only to ttand twice 
jn the Piliory there. But Henry Luke, Robert Douglas, 
and Robert Maine were affoil’d at the Bar, or acquitted 
and difcharged, the Jury having found nothing proved 
againft them. So that through the Clemency of his 
Majefty’s aufpicious Government, no capital Punith- 
ment was intlitted on any uf thefe great Offenders.

A VING in this Resifer (pag. 273) prefented 

our Readers with a Jarge Abftratt of the Treaty of 
Commerce, lately concluded at Vienna between their Im- 
perial and Catholick Majetties 5 and feeing that by the 
jaid Treaty the King of Spain grants to the Emperor’s 
Subje&ts the fame Rights and Privileges that were for- 
merly granted to the Engli/h and Dutch Nations, which 
being doubtlefs defigned asan Encouragement to the Impe- 
rial Trading Companies eftablifhed at Ojtend and Triefte, 
and, if effetted, muft preve a great Detriment to the 
Trade of the Maritime Powers; the Britifh Minifter at 
Vienna reprefented to that Court, That the British Na- 
tion could not confent to the Commerce and Navigation 
of the Auftrian Neticriands to the Eaft and Weft- Indies, 
uyon the Foot of the faid Treaty between the Emperor 
and the King of Spain. What Anfwer was given to him 
is not yet made publick: But in the mean Time we 
will give our Readers the Remonftrances and Repre- 
fentations mide to the States General of the United 
Provinces, by the Dire€tors of the Dutch Weft and Faft- 


india Companies againtt the Jreaty above inferted 5 
which are us follows: 
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Reprefertation of the Dutch Weft-India Company azainft 
the Treaty of Commrece between the Emperor and the King 
of Spain. 


High and Mighty Lords, 

HE Dire€tors of the Weft-India Company of thefe 

Provinces humbly remonftrate, that they cannot 
excufe themfelves from laying before your High Migh- 
tinefles with all due Refpe& thofe Grievances which 
refult to the faid Company from the Treaty of Com- 
merce concluded on the Firft of May laft, between the 
Emperor on the one Part, and the King of Spuin on the 
other. 

Of thefé Grievances the firft is, That by the fecond 
Article of the faid Treaty, Leave is given to the Men 
of War, Tranfports and Trading Veflels of the Emperor 
or his Subjects, to enter into all the Ports of Spain 
(including the Eaft-Indies by Name) and there to take in 
Refrefhments, Provifions, and all Neceffaries in general 
which they fhall want for their Voyage, Traffick or 
Commerce only excepted. Secondly, That by the 36th 
Article of the faid Treaty, the Subjeéts of his Imperial 
Majefty are permitted to bring into the Kipgdoms of 
Spain all Manner of Wares and Merchandize of the 
Ea,}-Indies on producing a Certificate fram the India 
Company eftablifhed in the Auftrian Netherlands, with 
the fame Prerogatives and Advantages which have been 
fucceflively granted to the Subjes of the United Pro- 
vinces, by feveral Royal Conceffions. Thirdly, And 
that by the 47th Article they are further allowed all 
the Advantages which have been yielded to the Briti/h 
Nation by the Treaties of Madrid, in the Year 1667, 
and 1670, as well as by the Treaties of Peace and Com- 
merce in the Year 1713, and in the laft Place by one 
other Treaty, of which neither the Time, Place, or Te- 
nor is exprefs'd ; and to the Subje&ts of this State by 
the Treaties of 1648, 1650, and 1714, with this Ad- 
dition, that as for what is not exprefs’d in the faid 
Treaty of Commerce between the Emperor and Spain, 
they thall follow and praftife what is obferv’d with Re- 
{pect to Great Britain and this State, 

That it appears to the Remonftrants that thefe three 
Grievances are incompatible with the famous Treaty of 
Munjter, becaufe it is exprefy declar’d in their Favour 
by the sth and 6th Articles, that the Navigation . the 
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Indies fhall remain and continue on the fame Foot as it 
did at that Time; and that for this End, the fuid Com- 
piny on the one Part, fhould preferve their Eftablifh- 
ments and Commerce, particularly in Brazil, Africa, 
and America; and the Subjects of all the Kingdoms and 
Dominions of the King of Spain, on the other Part, 
fhould avoid all Navigation and Commerce in the Pla- 
ces and Ports where the faid Eaft-India Cumpiny of 
thefe Provinces might have any Navigation or Com- 
merce, which was compenfated by the reciprocal Obli- 
gation, that their Subjefts fhould not navigate in fuch 
Parts of the Indies where the Subjects of Spain were per- 
mitted to navigate and traffick. 

That the Munfter Treaty was always underftood on 
both Sides, in this Senfe, that all the Coaft of Africa was 
eft and remains to the Weft-India Company of thefe 
Provinces, even with that Exa@nefs on the Part of the 
Spaniards, that they have not attempted the Ieaft Navi- 
gation or Commerce that Way ; and that fince the Year 
1648, they have not held a Foot of Land there. 

The Inconfiftency of the faid Treaty of Commerce 
between the Emperor and Spain, with that of Munfter, 
confifts in what follows: Firft, That the King of Spain, 
with all poflible Refpeét be it fpoken, cannot yield to any 
other Prince what docs not belong to him nor his Sub. 
e&s : Secondly, That neither can his Catholick Ma- 
jefty much lefs vield the faid Right to thofe States or 
Countries which heretofore belonged to his Kingdoms, 
ard which were includedin the Prohibition of the faid 
sth and 6th Articles. Vhirdly, That the Reciprocation 
contained in the 5th and 6th Articles of the Treaty of 
Muanfter, by which the faid Republick promis’d not to 
frequent the Spanif Settlements in the Indies, on Con- 
dition that Stain thould likewife avoid to go into thofe 
of this Country, does not allow this State to remain 
under the fame Reftrittion, while Spain caufes other 
Nations to navigate to the Dutch Settlements in the In- 
dizs, or at leatt gives her Confent to fuch Navigation. 
And Fourthly and Laftly, That the fuid 5th and 6th 
Articies are fuch, that the King of Spain cannot depart 
thercfrom without the Concurrence of this State, which, 
on the contrary, has a Right to demand the Executioa 
and Obfervation thereof. 

That the Remontftrants make no Scruple to own, that 
the Fa/t-India Company of thefe Provinces fuffers by 
the Trcxty of Commerce between the Emperor and 
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Spain, much more confiderable Prejudice than the Ge- 
neral Wejt-India Company of this Country ; but ’tis ne 
lefs true and indifputable, that the Confequences which 
muft refult from it, do as well concern the Remon- 
ftrants as the Eaft-India Company of this Country. 

That "tis however certain, that by the faid Treaty of 
Commerce, the King of Spain has in a Manner legitima- 
ted and recognized the Offend Company 3; befides that the 
Permiflion granted to the faid Company of going into all 
the Spanifh Indies, and of taking in all Manner of Pro- 
vifions and Refrefhments there, exceeds the Power which 
was ever granted to the Eaft or Weft-India Companies of 
thefe Provinces; which would, by Confequence, be a 
new Infra&tion or Contravention of the Treaty of 
Munfter. 

And as the Remonftrants have all the Reafon in the 
World to produce the Munjfier Treaty againft the Spa- 
niards, and to demand the entire Execution thereof, they 
moft-refpeftfully and moft earneftly apply to their High 
Mightineffes, befeeching them that they would pleafe 
to grant their powerful Affiftance and Interceflion for the 
Ends aforefaid, and to take fuch Refolutions thereupon 
as they in their great Wifdoms fhall think fit.

Reprefentation of the Dutch Eaft-India Company againft the 
faid Treaty. 


High and Mighty Lords, 
HE Direétors of the Eeft-India Company in this 
Country, having obferved their Commerce in the 
Eaft-Indies decline from Time to Time, ever fince it has 
been attempted in the Spani/h, now the Aujftrian Nether- 
lands, to carry on a Trade in the Indies, have prefented 
feveral Memorials to your High Mightineffes, thewing, 
That the faid Netherlands have no Right, by the Trea- 
ties, to this Navigation and Commerce; that they ne- 
ver could claim it under the Kings of Spain; and that 
confequently they have it neither by Vertue of the 
faid Treaties, nor of thofe that have been made with 
his Imperial Majefty and his Predeceffor the Emperor 
Leopold of glorious Memory: The rather, fince the 
chief Aim and Tendency of thofe Treaties and Nego- 
tiations was, that in the Countries and Dominions 
which 
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which his Imperial Majefty might acquire by Vertue 
of the Grand Allianee with England and this State, no- 
thing fhould be attempted that might be more preju- 
dicial to thefe two Nations, than if the faid Countries 
had remained in the Hands of Spain, 

it was therefore very wifely flipulated by the Bare 
rier Treaty, that his Imperial and Catholick Majetty 
fhould poffefs the Spanifh Netherlands in the fame Man- 
ner as the Kings of Spain, his Predeceffors, had done ; 
and that the Commerce fhould be carried on in the Man 
ner flipulated by the Treaty of Munfter. 

But though the Direétors could have heartily wihed 
they had not been obliged by frefh Incidents to trou- 
ble your High Mightineffes again by new Writings, fee- 
ing they flatter’d themfelves that his Imperial and Ca- 
tholick Majefty would forbear carrying on that Com- 
‘merce any farther to their Prejudice; yet they have 
feen with Grief, Firft, That the private Navigation, 
begun fome Years ago at Offend, has been changed in- 
to a formal Company, trading to the Eaft and Weft- 
Indies, and authorized by an ample Patents; and adly, 
That all Sorts of Means are now ufed to improve and 
maintain this Company, by Treaties with other Powers, 
to the great Prejudice of the Rights and Privileges the 
Eaft-India Company in this Country has formerly ob- 
tain’d, as it evidently appears to the faid Dire&tors from 
the Treaty of Commerce lately concluded between his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and the King of Spain, 
where it is faid in the firft and third Articles, 

* That the Men of War, and the Merchant Ships bee 
* longing to their faid Majefties, or to their Subjeéts, 
“fhalibe freely admitted to all the Ports, Coafts,Coun- 
“tries, and Provinces on either Side, without asking 
any previous Permiffion; which extends alfo in a 
“fpecial Manner to the Exft-Indies, where they may 
“ask for every thing neceffary for Navigation, -with 
‘this fingular Reftri€tion, with Refpeét to the Eaft- 
© Indies, that it fhall not be allowed te carry on any 
©Commerce in each othcr’s Dominions, and that the 
“Men of War, efpecially in thofe Countries, thal] be- 
* have themfelves fo as not to give to the Spaniards any 
© Caufe of Fear or Sufpicion. 

*Tis morcover faid in the 36th Article of the faid 
Treaty, ‘ That his Imperial and Catholick Majefty’s 
©Ships and Subjeéis fhili be allowed to import in- 

“to, and fell in all the King of Spain’s Dominions, 
all 
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‘all Sorts of Fruits, Effe&ts, and Merchandizes brought 
“by them from the Eaft-Indies, provided it appear by 
© Affidavits of the Deputies of the India Company eftae 
*blifhed in the Aujtrian Netherlands, that the fame 
* come from the conquer’d Places, Colonies, or Fattories 
* of the faid Company, in which Cafe they fhall enjoy 
‘the fame Privileges granted to the Subjeéts of the 
* United Provinces by the King of Spain’s Letters Pa- 
“tents of the 27th of “June, and 3d of July, 1663. His 
© Catholick Majefty declaring moreover, that he grants 
“to the Imperial Subje€ts whatever has been granted to 
“the States General of the United Provinces by the 
© Treaty of Munfter in 1648, both with Refpeét to the 
* Indies, and any other Thing applicable to the faid Trea- 
* ty, and which fhall not be contrary to-it no more than 
* to the prefent Peace. 

Which, by the 47th or laft Article of the faid Treaty 
is moreover extended. ‘ Toall what the Briti/h Nation 
Shas flipulated in their Favour by the Treaties of 
© 1667, 1670, 1713, and Jaft of all by a certain Trea- 
‘ty and Convention, the Day and Date whereof are not 
‘ expreffed, for as much as it may be applicable to the 
© Emperor’s Subjeéts. 

Moreover, ‘ To all what has being granted to the 
© States of the United Provinces, not only by the Trea- 
‘ties of Peace of 1648, but alfo by the Treaty of Ma- 
© rine, in 1650, andthe Treaty of Peace of 1714:’ With 
this Addition, * That all thofe Treaties fhall ferve asa 
* Rule in doubtful Cafes, or fuch as are omitted or not 
‘ plainly expreffed in the prefent Treaty between theit 
* faid Majetties. 

Upon which doubtful Cafes, and which are pafled by 
in Silence, it may be pretended and eftablifhed in the 
firft Place, that his Catholick Majefty has been willing 
to grant to the Imperial Subjetts by the fecond Are 
ticle, free Accefs to all the Countries, Sea Ports, and 
Places of his Dominions ; feeing that neither in that 
Article, nor in the whole Treaty, any exprefs Reftriction 
or Exclufion are found, which are inferted in all other 
Treaties of that Nature, to wit, That this is only to be 
underftood of thofe Countries and Places, which the 
King poffeffes in Europe, or thofe where other Nations 
have always had a free Gommerce, as it appears by the 
fourth Article of the Treaty of Truce concluded by the 
King of Spain and.this State, in 1609, where it is faid, 
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, ‘Which the faid Lord the King underftands to be 
©reftrained and limited to the Kingdoms, Countries, 
© Dominions, and Lordfhips which he holds and pof- 
“feffes in Europe, and other Places and Ports, where 
*the Subjc&s of the Kings and Princes, his Allies, 
* trade. 

Moreover, by the Treaty of Munfter, in the fifth Ar- 
ticle, it is fuid, ‘ That the Directors and Commifiioners 
“of the Eaft and Weft-India Companies fhall have free 
© Accefs and Commerce in all the Countries within the 
© King’s Dominions in Europe ; but all the States Sub- 
¢ je&ts are not to frequent the Czffilian Places in the 
© Eaft- Indies. 

And Laftly, by 'the thirty-fourth Article of the Trea- 
ty concluded dt Utrecht in 1714, between his prefent 
Catholick Majefty aid this State, wherein it is exprefly 
faid, 

‘€ Tho’ it be mentioned in feveral of the forcgoing Ar- 
‘ticles, thet the Subjetts on either Side may freely come 
“to, frequent, flay, fail to, and trade in the Countries, 
© Lands, Cities, Ports, Places, and Rivers, belonging to 
“the abovefaid refpettive contrafting Parties, yet it is 
© to be underfteod, that the faid Subjeéts are only allowed 
* that Liberty in their reciprocal Dominions in Europe ; 
* fince it is exprefly agrecd, that zs tothe Spanish Weft- 
© Indies, it fhall not beallow’d to fail to or trade there, 
“but purfuant to the thirty-firft Article of the faid 
© Treaty. 

On the other Hand, the like unlimited Terms are a- 
gain to be met with inthe thirty-fixth Article of the 
above-mentioned Treaty between their faid Majefties, 
wherein it is ftipulated, ‘ That the Emperor’s Subjeéts 
© fhall be allow’d to import intu all the Countries and 
“Dominions belonging to the King of Spain, without any 
€ Diftin&tion, all Sorts of Effeéts, Fruits and Merchan- 
F dizes, from their. Colonies and conquered Places in 
© the Eaft-Indies; provided they have the neceffary Af- 
“fidavits required by the faid Article: In which Cafe, 
“they thall enjoy all the Privileges granted to the Sub- 
€ je&ts of this State by the King of Spain’s Letters Pa- 
“ tents in 1662. 

Although the Dire&tors of fhe Ea/t-India Compiny in 
thisCountry, do not know of any other Privilege but 
that which allows them to import the Produs and 
Merchandizes from the Indies into the Dominions the 
King of Spain poffefles in Europe, or into fuch Places 
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where all other Nations have a free Trade; and that in- 
deed by certain Letters Patents iffued by the King of 
Spain in 1663, it was enjoyned, that at the entring of 
thofe Products and Merchandizes into fuch of his Ma- 
jefty’s Dominions where their Importation has always 
been allowed, Affidavits fhould be produced to make it 
appear, that they are brought from the Countries, Colo- 
nies, and conquered Places our Faft-India Company is 
poffefs’d of in the Eaft-Indies, to the End they might be 
diftinguifh’d from the Merchandizes brought from the 
Portuguexe Eafi-Indies, Spain being then at War with 
that Nation. Yet your High Mightineffes Minifler, 
then refiding at Madrid, flrenuoufly oppofed it in the 
Name of the State ; and having reprefented to his Ca- 
tholick Majefty the Impoflibility of complying with this 
Demand, it was dropped, in all Appearance, fince they 
never heard that the like Affidavits have been afterwards 
required in Spain, for the Produtts and Merchandizes 
brought from the Eaft-Indies. 

But as thefe Things have in all Likelihood been in- 
terpreted according to the ancient Prattice, or that 
they might be fufceptible of fuch a Conftruction 
from preccding AQs and Treatics, the Direétors glance 
upon them occafionally, to fhew only that the implicit 
Meaning and Intent of thefe Articles is altogether un- 
Known to them, or at leaft does not apqear fo clear as 
what is eftablifh’d in the above-faid fecond Article, 
wherein, ‘ The faid free Accefs and Refort to all his 
* Catholick Majefly’s Ports and Places, is exprefly ex- 
“tended to the Eaft-Indies, which the Direétors do not 
remember to have been granted in fuch a Manner, to 
any Nation whatfoever, and efpecially to the Subjcés 
of this State, fince by the fifth Article of the Treaty of 
Munfter, fo often quoted, it is exprefly flipulated, * That 
* the Subjeéts of this State fhall forbear frequenting the 
© Caflillian Places in the Eaft-Indies. 7 

This has been flriftly obferv’d ever fince by the Spv 
niards, as it appears by a particular Cafe the Diretturs 
had the Honour to lay before your High Mightinciles, 
by their Memorial in the Year 1720, viz. © That in 
* 1687, a Ship belonging to their Company, having on 
‘ Board two Fryars who had been fhipwreck’d on the 
© Coaft of China, and having at their earncft Requeit 
“carry’d them to the Phillippine Iftinds, the Captain of 
© that Ship only demanded on this Occafton, a {mall Pro- 
* vifion of Water, which he wanted by Reifon he had 
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“ gone fo much out of his Way ; but inftead of granting 
“him this or any other Favour, he order’d him forth- 
* with to retire.’ Hence it is manifeft how far the King 
of Spain wasfrom defigningthat his Sea-Ports and Pla- 
ces in the Eaft-Indies, which extend no farther than the 
Philippine Ifland, otherwife called Marilles, fhould ferve 
for Staples or Places of Refrefhment to the Ea/t-India 
Ships of this State, as knowing very well what might 
be the Confequence of it. 

But the Dire&tors think they have a more particular 
Reafon tocomplain of the faid thirty-fixth Article, be- 
caufe the King of Spain grants thereby to his Imperial 
and Catholick Majefty’s Subije&ts, not only all that has 
Leen granted, but moreover yielded to the Inhabitants of 
this State by the Treaty of Munfter, both in Regard to 
the Indies, and otherwife ; which they take to be diretly 
contrary to the fifth Article of the faid Treaty of Mun- 
Ster, by which itis ftipulated, ‘That the Spaniards thalt 
“continue their Navigation within the fame Limits as 
“at the Time of that Treaty, without extending it any 
“farther in the Eaft-Indies” As on the other Hand it 
was ftipulated by the Treaty of Utrecit in 1714, be- 
tween his Spaxifh Majefty and this State, ‘ That the Na- 
* vigation and the Trade in the Faff and Weft- Indies, be- 
* longing to the Lords the States General, fhal) be car- 
*ry’d on in the fame Manner as it hath been prattifed 
* hitherto. 

Which proves evidently, that no Change ought to be 
made on cither Side with Refpett to this Navigation, 
whether it be by their own Subjeéts, or by thofe of ano- 
ther Power not comprehended in the fifth Article of 
the Treaty of Munfter, feeing the 10th Article of the 
Treaty of Utrecht, fays morcover, ‘ That the Prerog:- 
“tives relating to the Navigation and Commerce in the 
* EFaft-Indies, exprefs’d in the fifth Article of the Trea- 
*ty of Munffer, thall only concern the two High Con- 
© trating Powers and their Subjeéts, namely, Spain, and 
© this State, and no others.” So that the true Meaning 
and Intent of thefe Words appear plain and manifeft by 
the Report of the Plenipotentiaries at the Congrefs of 
Utrecht, inferted in the Verbal andthe Notules, or Re- 
folutions of your High Mightinefs of the 4th of ‘fa- 
nuary, 1714, in thefe Terms; ¢ Firft, upon the fifth 
© and fixth Article of the Treaty of Munfter, which the 
* faid Plenipotentiarics looked upon as deferving fome 
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¢ Remarks, as being applicable toothers, faying, That 
“the States and their Inhabitants ought indeed to 
“enjoy all the Advantages flipulated by this Treaty 5 
‘but that the other Nations, and particularly the Hans- 
© Towns, fhal) not partake of thefame.’ A convincing 
Proof, that the Exclufion or Non-Admittance of other 
Nations from enjoying what has been agreed upon by 
the fifth Article about the Navigation and Commerce 
te the Eaft-Indies, was the only true Aim of that 
Treaty. 

Which having been thus inferted at the Requeit and 
Inftances of the Spani/h Plenipotentiaries, and agreed 
to by both Parties, it isnot allowed to either of thefe 
two Pewers totransfer this Right by Treaty, er make 
another Nation Partaker thereof, without the Concur- 
rence and Confent of the other Power comprehended in 
the fame Convention, and concern’d therein. 

Befides, that after the King of Spain had once yielled 
in Favour of the Inhabitants of this State, that Part of 
the Indics which the Privileged Eaft-India Company 
poffeffes, with Promife that the Spaniards fhould not 
extend themfelves on that Side; he has no Right to 
imake over a fecond Time to other Nations, what his 
Majefty had formerly defifted from by fo folemn a Trea- 
ty, and which he has always left to the priviledged 
Foft-India Company of this State, or to fuch, who ha- 
ving been formerly his Majefty’s Subjetts, are alfo com- 
prehended in the Article of Exclufion ; neither is he 
intitled to tolerate publickly, that the Diflriéts yield- 
ed, and which have been peaceably enjoyed, without any 
Let from the Spani/h Subjetts, be frequented by Men of 
War, and Merchant Ships, that Forts, Colonies, and 
Faftories for Trade be fet up there, and generally to 
do every thing that could be done, had there been no 
Treaty, to the great Prejudice and impairing, if nog 
an entire Extin€tion of the Prerogatives of this State 
formerly ftipulated and obtain’d. 

And forafmuch, High and Mighty Lords, as the 
Dire€tors of the Eaft-India Company in this Country 
are more and more confirmed in what thev did forefee 
long ago, that in Cafe the Eaft and Wefl- India Company 
ere&tcd in the Aufirian Nether/ands will thus carry on 
their Navigation and Commerce within the Limits of 
the Grant made to the Eajfi-India Company of this 
Country, and difturb the Commerce every where ‘in 
the Indies, the Confequences of this Affair will every 
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Day grow more important ; and feeing befides that this 
Navigation and Commerce, with the Grant relating there. 
to, isnow of late confirmed on the Part of the King of 
Spain by an important Treaty, and highly prejudicial 
tothe Commerce of the Eaft-India Company of this 
Counry 3; and that in fome Refpeéts the dAuftrian Com. 
pany is favour’d even more than the Inhabitants of this 
State; they could not forbear reprefenting at this Jun. 
€ture their Grievances, mofl humbly befeeching your 
High Mightineffes to take them into your ferious Con- 
fideration, and that you would be pleafed , according 
to the Importance of this Affair, to ufe the moft effea- 
ual Means, as well at the Court of Vienna, as that of 
Madrid, and elfewhere, where it might be of any Ser- 
vice, to have the faid Grievances redreffed, and that Na- 
vigation entirely put down; hoping withal, and ex. 
pecting, that it will not be taken amifs, that feeing they 
cannot acquiefce to the new Grantand Treaty, they ftick 
clofe to the ancient Treaties, and apply the fameas a 
Rule, not only ‘in Cafes that are doubtful or omitted, but 
alfo in all other Cafes.

We fhall not take upon us to determine how far 
either our Eaoft-India or South-Sea Company may be af- 
fe&ted by the faid Treaty of Commerce lately conclue 
ded at Vicnna; but we hope it will not be unaccepta- 
ble toour Readers, that we lay hold of this Occafion to 
prefent them with fuch former Treatics relating to 
Trade, as ftill fubfiit between Great Britain, France, and 
Spain, and to begin with the Ajiento Contraét, which 
well deferves a Place in this Colleétion, and is as fol- 
Jows ; 
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The ASSIENTO, 

Adjufted between their Britannick and Catholick Maj efties, 
for the Englith Company's obliging itfelf to fupply the 
Spanith Weft-Indies with black Slaves for the Term of 
thirty Years, to commence on the firft Day of May of this 
prefent Year 1713, and to end on the like Day, in the 
Year 1743: 


I the King, 


Hereas the Afiento agreed on with the Royal 
Guinea Company fettled in France, for the intro- 
ducing of Negroe Slaves into the Indies, is determined, 
and the Queen of Great Britain being defirous of coming 
into this Commerce, and in her Name the Engli/h Com- 
pany, asis ftipulated in the Preliminaries of the Peace, 
and that this Ajfiento fhould continue for the Time and 
Space of thirty Years. Don Manuel Menaffes Gillegal, de- 
puted by her Majefty of Great Britain, did in Purfuance 
thereof, put into my Hands a Draught made for that 
Purpofe, containing forty-two Articles, for the regula- 
Jating this Contra&t; which I referred to the Confidera- 
tion of a Funta of three Minifters of my Council of the 
Indies, that upon Perufal thereof, they might report to 
me what fhould occur to them, upon each Article or 
Condition. Which being done, and feveral Points re- 
maining upon this Examination undetermined and con- 
troverted, I referred it back to another ‘funta; and be- 
ing wholly informed of the whole Matter, not withftand- 
ing the Objeftions made by both unta’s, it being my 
Intention to conclude and finifh this Affiento with ail 
pofible Condefcenfion and Complacency towards the 
Queen of Great Kritain, I have thought fit by my Royal 
Decree of the Twelfth of this prefent Month, to admit 
and approve of the faid forty-two Articles contained in 
the foremention’d Draught, in the Manner hereafter 
fpecified, with the Enlargement, which over and above 
I have of my own free Will refolved to grant tothe faid 
Company, by my faid Decree, all which is inthe Man- 
ner following : 
ARTICLE IL 

Firit then, to procure by this Means a mutual and re- 
ciprocal Advantage to the Sovereigns and Subjects of 
both Crowns, her Britifh Majefty does ofter and under- 
take fer the Perfons whom fhe {hall game and ‘ore 
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That they fhall oblige and charge themfelves with the 
bringing into the Weft-Indies of Amcrica belonging to his 
Catholick Majefty, in the Space ofthe faid thirty Years, 
to commence on the firft Day of May, 1713, and deter. 
mine on the like Day, which will be in the Year 1743, 
viz. one hundred and forty-four thoufand Negroes, Piezas 
de India, of both Sexes, and of all Ages, at the Rate of 
four thoufand and eight hundred Negroes, Piexas de 
India, in each of the faid thirty Years, with this Con- 
dition, That the Perfons who fhall go to the Weft-Indies 
to take Care of the Concerns of the Affiento, fhall avoid 
giving any Offence; for in fuch Cafe they fhall be pro- 
fecuted and punifhed in the fame Manner, as they would 
have been in Spain, if the like Mifdemeanors had been 
€ominitted there. 

Il. That for each Negro, Piexas de India, of the re- 
gular Standard of feven Quarters, not being old or de- 
fetive, according to what has been praétifed and efta- 
blifhed hitherto in the Indies, the Affientifts fhall pay 
thirty-three Pieces of Eight (E/cudos ) and one Third of 
a Piece of Eight,in which Sum fhall be accounted to be, 
and fhall be comprehended, al] andal! Manner of Duties of 
Alcavalia, Siza, Vnion, de Armas, Boqueron, or any other 
Duty whatfoever, of Importation or Regalia, that now 
fre, or hereafter fhall be impofed, belonging to his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, fo that nothing more thall be demand- 
ed; and if any fhould be taken by the Governors, Royal 
Officers, or other Minifters, they fhall be made good to 
the Affientifts on Account of the Duties which they are 
to pay to his Catholick Majefty, of 33 Pieces of Eight, 
as aforefaid, the fame being made appear by an authen- 
tick Certificate, which fhall not be denied by any pub- 
lick Notary thereunto requir’d on the Part of the Af- 
fientifts, for which Purpofe a general Order (Cedula) 
fhall be iffued inthe moft ample Form. 

IlI. That the faid Affientifts fhall advance to his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, to fupply the urgent Occafions of the 
Crown, two hundred thoufand Pieces of Eight (E/cudos ) 
in two even Payments of one hundred thoufand Pieces 
of Eight each, the firft tobe made two Months after his 
Majetty fhall have approved and figned this Affiento ; 
and the fecond at the End of two other Months, next 
after the firft Payment; whichSum fo advanced, is not 
to be reimburfed before the firft End of the twenty 
Years of this Afiento, and then it may be dedu&ed by 


equal Portions in the ten laft remaining Years, after the 
Rate 
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Rate of twenty thoufand Pieces of Eight yearly, out of 
the Produce of the Duty upon Negroes, which they are 
to pay in thofe Years. 

. That the Affientifts fhall be obliged to pay the 
aforefaid Advance of two hundred thoufand Pieces of 
Eight in this Court; as alfo from fix Months to fix 
Months, the half of the Amount of the Duties payable 
for the Piexas of Slaves, which they have agreed to im- 
port yearly. 

V. That the Payments of the faid Duties fhall be 
made in the Manner mentioned in the foregoing Ar- 
ticle, without any Delay or Difpute, or without put- 
ting any other Interpretation upon it. Yet with this 
Declaration, that the Affientifts fhall not be oblig’d to 
pay the Duties for more than four thoufand Negroes 
(Piexzas de India) yearly, and not for the remaining 
eight huadred. The Duties payable for thefe laft, du- 
ring the whole thirty Years of this Affiento, being 'to 
be, as they are hereby, given and granted to them the 
faid Affientifts, by his Majefty, in the beft Form and 
Manner poffible, in Confideration of the Rifques and 
Intereft that ought to be made good to the Aflientifts 
for the Money advanced, and Payment in this Court, 
of the Duties of the faid four thoufand Piexas. 

VI, That the faid Affientifts, after they fhall have 
imported the four thoufand eight hundred Negroes year- 
ly, according to their Contraét, if they find it neceflary 
for his Catholick Majefty’s Service, and that of his 
Subjefts, to import a greater Number, they fhall have 
Liberty to do it during the firft twenty-five Years of 
this Contra&t (forafmuch as in the five laft Years they 
fhall import no more than the four thoufand eight hun- 
dred agreed upon) with Condition that they fhall pay 
no more than fixteen Pieces of Eight, and two Thirds 
of a Piece of Eight for all Duties on each Negroe, 
Piez.a de India, which they fhall import over and above 
the faid four thoufand eight hundred, that being the 
half of thirty-three Pieces of Eight, aad one Third 
above-mentioned; and this Payment alfo fhall be mace 
in this Court. 

VII. That the faid Affientifts fhall be at Liberty to 
employ in this Commerce, for the carrying of their 
Cargoes, her Majefty of Great Britain’s own Ships, or 
thofe of her Subjeéts, or any belonging to his Catholick 
Majetty’s SubjeS&ts (paying them their Freight, and 
with the Confent of their Owners) navigated with Eng- 
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lifh_ or Spanifh Mariners, at their Choice; Care being ta~ 
ken that neither the Commanders of thofe Ships em= 
ploy’d by the Affientifts, nor the Mariners do give any 
Offence or caufe any Scandal to the Exercife of the Ro- 
man Catholick Religion, under the Penalties, and pur- 
fuant to the Regulations eftablifhed by the firft Article 
of this Affento. And alfo it fhall be lawful for the faid 
Affientifts, and they fhall have Power to introduce their 
black Slaves contra&ted for, into all Parts of the North 
Sea, and of Buenos Ayres, in any of the aforemention’d 
Ships, in like Manner as has been granted to any for- 
mer Affientifts; however always with this Affurance, 
that neither the Commanders nor Sea+men, fhall occa- 
fion any Scandal to the Roman Catholick Religion, under 
the Penalties already mentioned. 

VIII. That whereas Experience has fhewn it to be 
very prejudicial to the Intereft of his Catholick Ma- 
jefty and his Subje&ts, that it hath not been lawful for 
the Affientifts to tranfport their Negroes into all the 
Ports of India in general (it being certain that the 
Provinces which have not had them, endured great 
Hardfhips for want of having their Lands and Eftates 
cultivated ; from whence arofe the Neceflity of ufing all 
imaginable Ways of getting them, even though it wete 
fraudulently) it is made an exprefs Condition of this 
Contra&t, that the faid Affientifts may import and vend 
the faid Negroes in all the Ports of the North Sea, and that 
of Buenos Ayres, at their Choice ; his Catholick Majefty 
revoking, as he dees revoke, the Prohibition contain’d in 
the other former Affiento’s, to import them into any 
other Ports than thofe therein mentioned; with this 
Reftriftion, that the faid Affentifts may not import or 
jand any Negroe, except in thefe Ports where there are 
Royal Officers or their Deputies, who may fearch the 
Shipsand their Cargoes, and certifie the Number of Ne- 
groes that are imported: And it is provided at the fame 
Time, that the Negroes which are carry’d to the Ports 
of the Windward Coaft, Sanéta Martha, Cumana and Ma- 
racaybo, fhall not be fold by the faid Affentifts, for 
more than after the Rate of three hundred Pieces of 
Eight each, and for as much lefsas is poffible, to en- 
courage the Inhabitants of thofe Places to buy them 5 
but as to the other Ports of New Spain, its Ilands, 
and Terra Firma, it thal) be Jawful for the faid Affien- 
a to fell them at the beft Prices they fhall be able 
to get. 
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_ FX. That the ifaid Affientifts being allow’d, for the 
Reafons mentioned in the foregoing Article, to import 
their Negroes irito all the Ports of the North Sea; it is 
alfo agreed, that they fhall have Power to do it in the 
River of Plata, his Catholick Majefty allowing them 
out of the four thoufand eight hundred Negtoes, which 
purfuant to this Affiento, they are to import yearly (in 
Gonfideration of the Advantages and Benefits that will 
thereby accrue to the neighbouring Provinces) to bring 
into the faid River of Plata or Buenos Ayres, in each of 
the faid thirty Years of this Affiento, to the Number of 
one thoufand and two hundred of thofé Piezas de India, 
of both Sexes, to:fell them at fuch Prices as they fhall 
be able, fhipping the fame in four Veffels, large enough 
to carry them; eight hundred of them to be difpos’d of 
at Buenos Ayres, andthe remaining four hundred may be 
carry’d into, and ferye for the previnces above, and 
Kingdom of Chili, felling them to the Inhabitants, if 
they will come°to buy'them in the faid Pott of Buenos 
Ayres; it being hereby declar’d, that her Britannick Ma- 
jer, and the Affientifts in her Name, may hold in the 
faid River of Plata fome Parcels of:Land, which his 
Catholick Majefty fhall appoint or affign, purfuant to 
what is ftipulated in the Preliniinaries of Peace, from 
the Time of the commencing of this Affiento, fufficient 
to plant, to cultivate, and breed Cattle therein, for the 
Subfiftence of the Perfons belonging to the Afiento and 
their Negroes; They fhall be alldw’d to build Houfes 
thete of Timber, and -not of any other Materials ; and 
they fhall not throw up the Earth, nor make any the leaft 
(or flighteft) Fortification: And his Catholick Majeity 
thall alfo appoint an Officer to his Satisfattion, one of 
his.own Subjeéts, who fhall refide upon the aforemen- 
tioned Lands, under whofe Command, are to be all fuck 
Things as relate to the faid Land; and all other Matters 
that concern the Affento, thall be under that of the Go- 
verfiot and Royal Officers of Buenos Ayres; and the 
Affientifts fhall not (on Account of the faid Lands) be 
obliged to pay any Duties during the Time of the 4{ji- 
énto, and no longer. 

. In order to the carrying on and introducing of 
black Slaves into the Provinces of the South-Sea, Liber- 
ty isto be granted, as it is hereby granted to the Aff- 
enfifts, to freight, either at Panama, or in any Dock or 
Port of the Sowth-Sea, Ships or Frigates of about four 
hundred Tons, little more or lefs, on Board which they 
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may fhip them at Panama, and carry them to all the 
other Ports of Peru, and no others on that Side 5 and to 
man thofe Ships with fuch Seamen, and appoint fuch 
Officers, both Military and for Sea, as they fhall think 
fit, and may bring back the Produce of the Sale thereof 
to the faid Port of Panama, as well in Fruits of the 
Country as in Money, Bars of Silver, or Ingots of 
Gold, and fo.as they may not be obliged to pay any Du- 
ties for the Silver or Gold which they fhall bring, ei- 
ther upon Importation or Exportation, it being ftamped, 
and without Fraud, and appearing to be the Produce of 
the Negroes, for that the fame is to be free of all Sorts 
of Duties, in the fame Manner as if the faid Money, 
Bars of Silver, and Ingots of Gold belonged to his Ca- 
tholick Majefty. And likewife Leave is granted to the 
faid Affientifls to:fend from Europe to Portobello, and 
from Portobello to Panama, by the River Chagre, or by 
Land Catriage, Cables, Sails, Iron, Timber, and like- 
wife all other Stores and Provifions, neceflary for the 
faid Ships, Frigates, or Barcoluengo’s, and for the main- 
taining the.fame; provided that they fhall not be al- 
jow’d to fell, or trade in the faid Stores, in the whole, 
nor in part, under any Pretence whatfoever ; for that 
in fuch Cafe they fhall be confifcated, and as well the 
Buyers, as the Sellers, fhall be punifhed according to 
Law ; and the Affientifts fhall be, from that Time for- 
ward, abfolutely depriv’d of this Privilege, unlefs it fhall 
appear, that they had obtained Leave for the Sale there- 
ot from his Catholick Majefty. And it is farther pro- 
vided, That when the Term of this Affiento is ended, 
the faid Affientifts fhall not be allow’d to make Ufe 
of the faid Ships, Frigates, or Barks, to carry them 
to _Exrope, becaufe of the Inconveniencies that might 
enfue, 

XI. The faid Affentifts may make Ufe of Englifh or 
Spaniards at their Choice, for the Management and Di- 
reftion of this Affiento, as well in the Ports of America, 
as in the Inland Places, his Catholick Majefty difpenf- 
ing for that End, with the Laws which forbid Strangers 
entring into, or inhabiting in that Country ; declaring 
and commanding that the Engli/fh, during the whole 
Time of this Affiento, thall be regarded and treated as 
if they were Subje&ts of the Crown of Spain, with this 
Reftri&tion, that there fhall not refide inany one of the 
faid Ports of the Indies, more than four or fix Englifhmen, 
out of which Number the faid Affientifts may chufe fuch 
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as they fhall think fit, and fhall have Occafion to fend 
up into the Country, where Negroes are allowed to 
be carried, for the Management and Recovery of their 
Effe&ts, which they fhall perform in the moft convenient 
Manner, and that which they thall think beit, under 
the Regulation mentioned in the firft Article, without 
any Hindrance or Difturbance from any Minifters Ci- 
vil or Military, of what Degree or Quality foever, 
under any Pretence, unlefs they can be charged with 
afting contrary to the eftablifhed Laws, or to the Con- 
tents of this Affiento, 

XII. That for the better Management of this Afiento, 
his Catholick Majefty will be pleafed to grant, that as 
foon as the Peace is proclaim’d, her Britannick Majetty 
may fend two Ships of War with the faid Fa€tors, Of - 
cers, and others, who are to be employed in this Ser- 
vice, giving firft a Lift of the Names, both of the one 
and the others, that are to go afhore in all the Ports - 
where they fhall be allow’d to fettle and regulate their 
Fatories ; as well that they may go with the greater 
‘Conveniency and Security, as that they may provide all 
Things neceffary for the receiving the Veffels that fhall 
go with the Negrocs; which being obliged to go to take 
the Blacks in upon the Coaft of Africa, and thence tranf- 
port them to the Port of the Spanifh America, it would 
be very incommodious as well as unprofitable, for the 
Faftors and others employed, to go on Board the Ships 
made Ufe of in thofe Voyages, and yet is indifpenfa- 
bly neceffary that Houfes be prepared beforehand for 
them to dwell in, and all other Provifions made which 
they fhall want, and for the tranfporting of the Factors, 
and others belonging to the Company, to Buenos Ayres, 
a Veffel of a midling Burthen fhall be allow’d ; and it is 
hereby declar’d, that as well this Veffel, as the two 
Ships of War, are to be vifited and fearched in the fe- 
veral Ports by the Royal Officers, who may feize their 
Merchandize, if they carry any; and farther, the faid 
Ships fhall be furnifhed with neceffary Provifions for 
their Return, at a reafonable Rate. 

XIII. The faid Affientifts may nominate in all the 
Ports and chief Places of America, Judges-Confervators 
of this Affiento, whom they may remove and difplace, 
appoint others at Pleafure, in the Manner allowed to 
the Portugueze in the eighth Article of their Affento 5 
provided always that they fhew a juflifiable Caufe for 
their fo doing, before the Prefident, Governor, or Au- 
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dience of fuch Diftrié&, which fhall be by them refpe 
&tively approv’d, fo as this Nomination may fall on 
fome of his Catholick Majefty’s Miniftets ; which faid 
Judges are to have Cognizance, exclufive of all others, 
of all Caufes, Affairs and Suits relating to this A ffiento, 
with full Authority and Jurif@iction; all Audiences, 
Minifters and Tribunals, Prefidents, Captains General, 
Governors, Corregidores, Great Alcaldes, and other 
Judges and Juftices whatfoever, the Viceroys of thofe 
Kingdoms included, being forbidden to meddle there. 
with, forafmuch as the faid Judges-Confervators are 
alone to have the Cognizance of thefe Caufes and their 
Incidents, from whofe Sentences, an Appeal (in fuch 
Cafes. as the Law allows) fhall lie to the fupreme Coun- 
cil of the Indies, with this Condition, that the faid 
Judges-Confervators may not demand or pretend to grea- 
ter Salaties than thofe the Affientifts thall think good 
to allow thein for their Service ; and if any of them ex- 
a& any more, his Catholick Majefty will order it to be 
reftor’d: He will alfo grant, that the Prefident ot Gover- 
nor of the faid Council for the Time being, or the De- 
cano (eldeft Member) thereof, fhall be Prote&tor of this 
Affierto ; and alfo, that they may propofe a Minifter ef 
the fame Council (whom they fhall think moft proper) 
to be their Judge-Confervator, exclufive of all othefs, 
with his Catholick Majefty’s Approbation, in like Man- 
ner as has beendone in former Affento’s. 

XIV. It fhall not be lawful for the Viceroys, Aue 
diences, Prefidents, Captains General, Governors, Royal 


Officers, or other Tribunal or Minifter whatever of his 


Catholick Majefty, to layan Embargo on, or detain thé 
Ships belonging to this Affiento,nor to hinder them in theit 
Voyages, under any Pretence, or for any Caufe ot Mo- 
tive whatever, even though it fhould be to fit them out 
for war, or upon any other Defign ; but on the contrary, 
they fhall be oblig’d to afford them all the Favour, Affi- 
ftance and Succour, that the faid Affientifts or their 
Fagtors fhall defire, for the more fpeedy fitting out 
difpatching and lading of their faid Ships ; and likewife 
the Viétuals and other Things they fhall ftand in need of, 
for forwarding their Voyages at the current Prices, with 
this Warning, and under this Penalty, that thofe who 
dootherwife, fhall be obliged at their own proper Cofts, 
to make good and fatisfy all the Damages and Loffes, 
which the Affientifts may fuftain by fuch Impediment 
or Detention, 

XV. Nei- 
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XV. Neither fhall the Viceroys, Prefidents, Captains 
General, Governors, Corregidores,Great Alcaldes, Judges, 
and Royal Officers, or any other Tribunal or Officer 
whatfoever, take, feize, detain, or lay an Embargo by 
Violence, or in any other Manner, under any Pretence, 
or for any Caufe or Motive whatfoever (though never fo 
urgent) on any of the Stock, Goods and Effetts, that 
are the Produce of this Affiento, or belonging to the Affi- 
entifts, under the Penalty of being punifhed, and pay- 
ing out of their own Eftates the Damages and Loffes 
that fhall accrue thereby ; nor fhal] the faid Minifters 
fearch the Houfes, or Warehoufes of the Fa€tors, or o- 
thers belonging to this Affiento, who are to enjoy this Pri- 
vilege and Exemption, to prevent the Scandal and Dif- 
credit that attend fuch Proceedings ; unlefs in Cafe it 
fhall have been prov’d, that there has been fome fraudu- 
lent and prohibited Importation, and then they may be 
fearch’d with Affiftance of the Judge-Confervator, here- 
in abfolutely requir’d, who fhall take Care to prevent 
Pilferings and Embezilments, that ufe to happen by the 
great Numbers of Soldiers and Officers that crowd to fuch 
Places on thofe Occafions; it beingagreed, that if any 
fuch Goods are found, they may be feiz’d, but not on 
the Stock or Effe&ts of the Affiento, which are to continue 
free ; and if the Fa€tors are concern’d in fuch Offences, 
an Account thereof fhall be given to the Junta, that they 
may be punifh’d. 

XVI. That the faid Affientifts, their FaStors, and o- 
thers belonging te them in the Indies, may employ in 
their Service fuch Mariners, Carriers, and Workmen, as 
they fhall have Occafion for, to load and unload their 
Ships and Veflels, upon a voluntary Agreement made 
with them, and paying them fuch Salaries and Stipends, 
as they fhall have agreed for. 

XVII. That-the faid Affientifis fhall have Liberty 
to load at their Cheice, the Effefts they may have in 
the Indies, upon the Ships of the Flota or the Galeons, 
to bring them into Europe, agreeing for the Freight with 
the Captains and Owners of the faid Ships; or upon the 
Veffels belonging to the Afiento, which, if they think 
it convenient, may come under Convoy with the faid 
Flota’s and Galeons, or other Ships of War belonging to 
his Catholick Majefty, whe will be pleafed to lay his 
exprefs Commands both upon the one and the o- 
ther of them, toadmit and take them under their Pro- 
teftion and Safeguard, with this Warning, that no Sum 
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whatever be demanded of them, by way of ordinary or 
extraordinary Indulto, or for their coming in Compa- 
ny with the faid Fleet or Galeons , and that the Effects 
which fhall come in them, and fhall appear by an Au- 
thentick Writing, to belong to the Affientifts, fhall be 
free of all Duties whatfoever, on their Importation in 
Spain, fecing their Stock is to be look’d upon to have 
the fame Privilege, as if it belonged to his Catholick 
Majefty; anditis forbid that the faid Ships belonging 
tothe Affiento (which may come in Company with the 
Flota’s) do bring on Board them any Spani/h Paffen- 
ger, or any Effeéts of any Subjeét of his Catholick Ma.- 
jefty. 

XVIII. That from the firft Day of May of this pre- 
fent Year 1713, “till they fhall have taken Poffeffion of 
this Affiento, nor after their taking fuch Poffeflion, it fhall 
not be lawful for the French Guinea Company, or any 
other Perfon whatfoever, to introduce any Negroe Slave 
into India; and if they do, his Catholick Majefty will 
declare, as by this prefent Article he does declare, them 
to be confifcated and forfeited in Favour, and for the 
Benefit of thefe Affientifts, to whom they fhall remain, 
they being obliged to pay the Duties of the Negroes 
thus imported, contrary to this Article, as are regulated 
and fettled by this Contra&t; for which Purpofe, fo foon 
as it is fign’d, circular Orders in the moft ample Form, 
fhall be difpatched to America, that there be not any Ne- 
groes for the Account of the French Company admitted 
into any of the Ports, to whofe Agent the fame fhall 
be notified : And that this may be the more effe&tual and 
advantageous to the Royal Revenue, it is agreed, that 
when the faid Affientifts fhall have Notice, that any 
Ship with Negroes (not belonging to them) is come up- 
on the Coaft, or entred into any Port, they may fit out, 
arm and fend out immediately fuch Veffels as they fhall 
have of their own, or any others belonging to his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, or his Subje&ts, with whom they 
fhall agree to take, feize, and confifcate fuch Ships and 
their Negroes, of whatever Nation or Perfon they be, to 
whom the fame fhall belong; towhich End, the faid Affi- 
entiftsand their Factors fhall have Liberty to take Cogni- 
zance of, and fearch all Ships and Veffels that fhall come 
on the Coafts of India, or into its Ports,in which they fhall 
have Reafon to believe or fufpeé&t, that there are Contra- 
band Negroes. Provided always, that for the making of fuch 
Searches, Vifits, and other Proceedings beforemention’d, 
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they fhall firft have Leave from the Governors, to whom 
they fhall communicate what occurs, and defire them to 
interpofe their Authority ; provided that Peace fhall be 
proclaimed before any thing of this can be done, or this 
Affierto take Place. 

XIX. That the faid Affientifls, their Faftors and A- 
gents, thall have Power to navigate and import their 
Negroe Slaves, according to their Contraét, to all the 
Northern Ports of his Catholick Majeity’s Weft-Indies, 
including the River of Plata, with Prohibition to all 
others, whether Subjeéts of the Crown, or Strangers, to 
carry and introduce thither any Negroes, under the Pe- 
nalties eftablifh’d by the Laws that relate to this Con- 
tra&t of Trade ; and his Catholick Majefty ebliges him- 
felf by his Faith and Royal Word, to maintain the faid 
Affientifts in the entire and full Poffeffion and Perform- 
ance of all the Articles thereof, during the Time agreed 
on, without allowing or conniving at any thing that 
may be contrary to the punftual and exaét fulfilling 
thereof, his Majefty confidering it as his own Concern 5 
with this Condition, that they fhall not import into the 
faid River of Plata, or Buenos Ayres, more than the 
twelve hundred Piexas de Negroes allow’d by the eighth 
Article. 

XX. That in Cafe the faid Affientifts be molefted 
in the Execution and Performance of this Affiento, and 
that their Proceedings and Rights be difturbed by way 
of Suits at Law, or in any other Manner whatfoever, 
his Catholick Majefty declares, that he will referve to 
himfelf alone the Cognizance thereof, and of all Cau- 
fes that may be mov’d thereupon, with an Inhibition to 
all and whatfoever Judges and Juftices to take to them- 
felves the Examination and Cognizance of the faid Cau- 
fes, or of the Suits, Omiffions, or Defeéts that may hap- 
pen in the Performance of this Affento. 

XXII. That whenever the Ships of the fiid Affientifts 
fhall arrive in the Ports of the Indies with their Cargoes 
of Negroes, the Captains thereof fhall be obliged to cer- 
tify that there is not any contagious Diitemper amongit 
them, that the Governor and Royal Officers may per- 
mit them to enter into the faid Perts, without which 
Certificates, the fhall not be admitted. 

XXII. When the faid Ships fhall have entred into 
any of the Ports, they are to be vifited by the Governor 
and Royal Officers, and fearched to the Bottom, even to 
the Ballaft, and having landed their Negroes in whole, 
; Uu or 
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or in Part, they may at the fame Time land the Pro. 
vifions, which they fhall bring for their Subfiftence, 
laying them up in particular Houfes or Magazines, ha- 
ving obtain’d Leave of the Minifters who had fearch’d 
the faid Ships, to avoid by this Means all Opportuni- 
ties of Fraud or Controverfy ; but they fhall not land, 
import, or vend any Goods or Merchandizes, under 
any Pretence or Motive whatfoever ; and if there fhould 
be any on Board the Ships, they fhall be feized, as if 
they were found on Shore, excepting only the faid Ne- 
groe Slaves, and the Magazines of Provifions for their 
Subfiftence ; under the Penalty, that thofe who are guil- 
ty, fhall be feverely punifh’d, and their Merchandize and 
Effeéts confifeated or burnt; and they fhall be declar’d 
for ever incapable of having any Employment in the 
faid Affiento; and the Officers and Subjeéts of his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, who fhall connive at the fame, fhall 
be feverely punifh’d alfo; all Importation and Trading 
in Merchandize being abfolutely forbidden and deny’d 
to the faid Affientifts, as being contrary to, and againft 
the Laws of thefe Kingdoms, and the Sincerity and good 
Faith with which they ought to difcharge the Obliga- 
tions they are under by this Affiento. And his Maje- 
fty declares and ordains, that the Merchandize which 
fhall be fo feized, as being fraudulently imported, fall 
be appraized and valued, and immediately burnt in fome 
publick Place, by Order of the faid Governors and Roy- 
al Officers ; and the Captain or Mafter of the faid Ship 
or Veffel, fhall be condemned to pay the Price at which 
it was valued, tho” he fhould be guilty of no other 
Fault than of Omiffion, in not taking Care that no 
fuch Merchandizes fhould have been put on Board ; but 
if they are Accompliccs or Delinquents, they fhall be 
condemned to pay a Forfeiture proportionable to their 
Offence, feverely punifhed, and declared incapable to 
hold hereafter any Employment in the Service of this 
Affiento. And his Catholick Majefty will require from 
all his Minifters and Officers an exact and ftri&t Ac- 
count of the Performance of what is above-mentioned. ° 
And it is declar’d, that the Ships on Board which the 
Negroes fhall be, or any of the Provifions brought for 
their Subfiftence, fhall not be liable to the faid Forfei- 
ture and Confifcation, they being declared to remain 
free, as not being in Fault, and the Perfon or Perfons 
who have Charge of them may go on with their Traf- 
fick; and if the Merchandige or Goods feized do not 
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ceed the Value of an hundred Pieces of Eight (E/cudos) 
they fhall be burnt without any Remiflion, being firft 
appraized, and the Captain fhall be condemned to pay 
the Sum at which they were appraized, as a Punifh- 
ment for his Negle&t and Omiffion, and if he does not 
pay down the Value of what fhall have been fo feiz’d, 
he fhall be fufpended and imprifon’d "till Payment made; 
but if it be prov’d that he was not an Accomplice, he 
fhall be obliged to deliver up the Perfon guilty, and in 
that Cafe he thall be free. 

XXIII. That the Vi&tuals and other Provifions which 
fhall be put on Shore jor the Subfiftence of the Negroes, 
fhall not pay any Duties of Importation or Exportation, 
or any others whatever that now are or hereafter may be 
impofed ; but if the Affientifts buy or export them from 
the Ports, then fhall they be obliged to pay the Duties 
eftablifh’d, in the fame Manner as his Catholick Maje- 
fty’s Subjefts ought to do; and it is declar’d, that if, of 
the Provifions that were laid up in the Ware-houfes, 
there fhould remain fome which could not be expended, 
and likely to perifh, they may be fold or carried to 
other Ports to be difpofed of, paying the Duties there 
eftablifh’d ; the whole with the Interpofition and Know- 
ledge of the Royal Officers. 

XXIV. That the Duties upon the Negroes imported 
are to be due from the Day of their Landing in any of 
the Ports of the Indies, after the Search made, and all 
Matters regulated by the Royal Officers: And it is de- 
clar’d, that if any of the fuid Negroes die before they are 
fold, the Affientifls fhall not thereby be quit of the O- 
bligation of paying the Duties for thofe that die, nor 
have any Pretenfions to make on that Account ; except- 
only, that in Cafe upon making the Searches, there 
be found any Negroes dangeroufly ill, they may be Jand- 
ed for their Recovery ; and if thefe die within the Space 
of fifteen Days from the Time of their being put on 
Shore, the Affientifts fhall not be obliged to pay any 
Duties, in Regard they were not landed for Sale, but 
in order to recover their Health in the faid fifteen 
Days ; which being expir’d, if they fhall be yet alive, 

then they fhall become indebted for the Duties for them 
jn like Manner as for the reft, and fhall pay them in 
this Court, purfuant to what is agreed in the fifth Ar- 

ticle. 
XXV. That after the Affientifts, or their FaStors 
fhalj have fettled their Duties, and fold Part of their 
Uu2 Loading 
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Loading of Blacks, which they had brought to that Port, 
they thall be allow’d to carry the Remainder to any other 
Port, ¢arrying Certificates from the Royal Offers of 
having there accouuted for the Duties, and that fo the 
fame may not be demanded of them again in any other 
Port ; and they may receive in Payment for thofe they 
Shall fell, Money, Bars of Silver, and Ingots of Gold, 
which fhail have paid the King’s Quinto without Fraud, 
as alfo the Produce of the Country, which they may 
carry away, and embark freely, as well the Money, Bars 
of Silyer, and Ingots of Gold, as the other Effetts and 
Fruits, as being the Produce of the Sule of the faid Ne- 
groes, without being obliged to pay any Duties; ex- 
cept only thofe that fhall be eftablifhed in the Places 
from whence thofe Fruits and Effetts are brought, which 
they are allow’d to receive in Exchange, or for the Va- 
lue of their Negroes, of whatever Kind they be, upon 
Sales made in this Manner, for want of Money, which 
they may carry on Board the Veffels employ’d in this 
Commerce, to fuch Parts as they fhall think fit, and 
fell:'them there, paying the accuftomed Duties. 

XXXVI. That the Ships which fhall be employed by 
this Afiento, may fail from the Ports of Great Britain or 
Spain, at the Choice of the Affienti{ts, who fhall give an 
Account to his Catholick Majefty of what Ships they 
fhail difpatch yearly for the Negroe Trade, and the 
Ports for which they are defign’d, and may return ei- 
ther with Muney, Bars of Silver, Gold, Fruits, and 
Produce of the Country, being the Produce of the Sale 
of the Negroes; and they fhall be under this Obliga- 
tion, that if the Returns come into the Ports of Spain, 
the Captains and Commanders fhall give to his Catholick 
Majefty’s Minifters an authentick. Regifter, by which 
it may appear what they have on Board; and if they 
come back to Great Britain, they fhall fend over an exaét 
Account of their Lading, that his Majeity may be fully 
inform’d thereof, with this Warning, that they may 
not bring over in any of the faid Ships anv Silver, Gold, 
or other Effetts, than what fhall be the Produce of the 
Sale of the Negroes, nor any Spani/h Pallenger 3 they be- 
ing forbidden to receive on Board any Merchandize or 
other Effe&ts, on Account of his Catholick Majefty’s Sub- 
jects in thofe Dominions, without an exprefs Licence 
firf obtained from his Catholick Majefty ; and they con- 
fent, that if the Captains, Commanders, and Officers 
do bring any fuch on Board, without fuch ae 
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they thall be declar’d guilty, and puniflied, as having 
defrauded his Majefty’s Cuftoms, and tranfgreffed a- 
gainft the Contents of this Article, and the Orders 
which his Majefty fhall have been pleafed to give for 
the Execution thereof, and for the avoiding of fuch 
Frauds in the Ports of the Indies, fo that the Offen- 
ders being convitted thereof, fhall be conftantly pu- 
nifhed. 

XXVIII. If it fhould happen that the Ships of this 
Affiento fhould be fitted out as Ships of War, and fhould 
take any Prizes from Enemies of either Crown, or from 
the Pirates that ufually cruize and plunder in the Seas 
of America, they may bring them into any Port belong- 
ing to his Catholick Majefty, where they are to be ad- 
mitted ; atid the faid Prizes being declar’d good and law- 
ful, the Captors thall not be obliged to pay greater Du- 
ties upon the Entry of their Prizes than what are efta- 
blifhed and payable by the natural Subjeéts of his Ma- 
jefty: And it is declar’d, that if there fhould be any 
Negroes on Board fuch Prizes, they may fell them in 
Part of the Number they have engag’d to furnifh, as 
likewife the Viftuals and Provifions that fhould be over 
and above what is needful for their Subfiftence ; but this 
is not to extend to the Merchandize and Goods which 
they may take, the Sale whereof is ever to remain pro- 
hibited: However fuch Regard is had to their Interefts, 
that they are allowed to carry the faid Merchandize and 
Gooods fo taken, to the Ports of Carthagena or Porto- 
bello, and deliver them tothe King’s Officers, who are 
to receive them, and mike an Inventory thereof, and 
Jay them up in Ware-houfes, in the Prefence of the 
Captors, where they are to be kept "till the Arrival of 
the Galeons, and the Time of holding the Fairs in the 
faid Ports of Carthagena and Portobello; and then the 
King’s Officers are to take Care that they be fold, with 
the Interpofition and in the Prefence of the Deputies of 
Commerce, and the faid Captors or their Agents; for 
which Purpofe his Catholick Majefty is to give the ne- 
ceffary Orders, as he does give them by this prefent 
Article, and dedu€ting a fourth Part of the Produce of 
the Sale thereof, which is to belong to his Catholick 
Majefty, to be putin the Royal Coffers, and remitted 
to Spain, witha diftin& Account of the faid Produce 
they are to deliver the three remaining Parts of each 
Prize, without the leaft Delay to the Captors or their 
Agents, deducting and retaining thereout all Expences 
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for their Sale, and Warehoufe Room, and fatisfying at 
the fame Time that thefe Prizes are fold, the accuftom- 
ed Duties payable for the fame to the Royal Ex- 
chequer. 

And for the preventing all Manner of Doubt and 
Cavil, his Majeity declares, that the Ships, Ketches, 
and other Veffels (thus made Prize of) of whatever 
Sort they be, with their Arms, Guns, Ammunition, 
and all the Furniture and Tackle on Board them, fhall 
belong to the Captors. 

XXVIII. That whereas in the eftablifhing and adjuft- 
ing this dffento, a particular Regard is had to the Ad- 
vantage that may thence accrue to their Briti/h and 
Catholick Majefties, and to their Revenues, it is agreed 
and ftipulated, that both their Majefties fhall be con- 
cern’d for one half of this Trade, each of them a quar- 
ter Part, which is to belong to them purfuant to this 
Agreement. And whereas it is neceffary that his Ca- 
tholick Majefty (in order to have and enjoy the Bene- 
fitand Gain that may be obtain’d by this Trade) fhould 
advance to the faid Affientifts 1ocooco Pieces of 
Eight (Efudos) or a Quarter of the Sum which they 
fhall judge neceflary for theputting of thisCommerce inta 
a good Order and Method. It is agreed and fettled, that 
if his Catholick Majefty fhall not think it convenient 
to advance the faid Sum, the afore-mentioned Afientifis 
do offer to do it, out of their own Money, upon Condi- 
tion that his Catholick Majefty fhall make good the 
Intereft out of what they fhall be accountable for to 
him, after the Rate of Eight per Cent. yearly, com- 
mencing from the refpeftive Days of their laying out 
the faid Money, and to continue ’till they are reimburs’d 
and fatisfied, according to the Account that fhall be pre- 
fented to him, that his Majefty may thus enjoy the 
Profits that may accrue to him, which they oblige 
themfelves to from this Time; but in Cafe they do 
not make any Profit by Reafon of Accidents, or Mif- 
fortunes, and that inftead thereof they fuffer Loffes, his 
Majefty will be obliged (as he does oblige himfelf from 
this Time) to caufe them to be reimburfed fo far as 
he is concern’d, according to Juftice, and in fuch Way 
2s may be leaft prejudicial to his Royal Revenues: 
And his Catholick Majefty is to name two. Direftors 
or Fa&tors, who are to refide at London, two more in 
the Indies, and one at Cadiz, that they may be concern’d 
on his Part (together with thofe ef her Britannick Ma- 
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jefty, and thofe that fhall be interefted) in all the Di- 
reftions, Purchafes and Accounts of this Affento, to 
whom his Catholick Majefty is to give proper Inftru- 
tions by which to govern themfelves, particularly te 
thofe in the Indies, for the better avoiding all Impedi- 
ments and Difputes which may happen. 

XXIX. That the faid Affientifts are to give an Ac- 
count of their Profits and Gain at the End of the firft 
five Years of this Affiento, with Accounts taken upom- 
Oath, and certified by legal Inftruments, of the Charge 
of the Purchafe, Subfiftence, Tranfportation and Sale of 
the Negroes, and all other Expences upon their Ac- 
count; and alfo Certificates, in due Form, of the Pro- 
duce of their Sale in all the Ports and Parts of America, 
belonging to his Catholick Majefty, whither they fhall 
have been imported and fold; which Accounts, as well 
of the Charge as the Procuce, are firft to be examin’d 
and fettled by her Britannick Majefty’s Minifters em- 
ploy’d in this Service, in Regard to the Share {the is to 
have in this Affiento, and then to be examined in like 
Manner in this Court. And his Catholick Majefty’s Share 
of the Profits may be adjufted and recover’d from the 
Affientifts, who are obliged to pay the fame moft regularly 
and pun@tually in Purfuance of this Article, which is to 
be of the fame Force and Vigour, as if it were a publick 
Inftrument, and under the Regulation mention’d in 
the 28th Article, concerning the Fa&tors which his Ca. 
tholick Majefty is to appoint. 

XXX. That if the Amount of the Gain, made du- 
ring the firft five Years, does exceed the Sum which 
the Affientifts are to advance, and fhall ftill advance for 
his Catholick Majefty, together with the Intereft of 8 
Cent. which is to be included and made good in the 

anner above-mention’d, the Affientifts are to reimburfe 
themfelves in the firft Place, what they fhall have ad- 
vanced, with all the Intereft, and then to pay to his Ca- 
tholick Majefty the Remainder of the Profit that fhall 
come to his Share, together with the Duties upon Negroes 
annually imported,without any Delay or Impediment ; 
which Pra&tice is likewife to be obferv’d and continu’d 
every five Years fucceffively, during the Term of this 
Affiento; and at the End thereof an Account fhall be 
given of the Gain made in the laft five Years, in the 
fame Manner as is mentioned in Relation tothe firft five 
Years ; fo that his Catholick Majefty, and his Minifters 
whom he fhallemploy in this Affair, may remain fully 
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fatisfied ; purfuant to what is mention’d in the 28th 
Article, concerning the Fattors which his Catholick Ma- 
jefty is to appoint. 

XXXII. That whereas the faid Affientifis have offer’d 
by the third Article of this Contract, to advance 200000 
Pieces of Eight in the Manner therein expreffed, they 
fhall not be reimburfed the fame ’till the End of the 
firft twenty Years of this Afficuto, as is mentioned in the 
faid third Article, nor fhall they pretend toany Allow. 
ance for the Rifque or Intereft of that Sum ; but if up- 
on the Account that is to be given by the Affientifts at 
the End of the firft five Years, they fhall appear tobe 
Gainers, they may reimburfe themfelves the Sum (or 
Part thereof) which they fhall have advanced for the 
quarter Part wherein his Catholick Majefty is inte- 
refted inthis Affiento, as alfo the Intereft due to them on 
this Accotnt, purfuant towhat is mention’d in the 28th 
Article. 

XXXII. That from and after the Determination and 
fulfilling of this Afiento, his Catholick Majefty does grant 
to the Affientifts the Space of three Years to adjuft their 
Accounts, and gather in all their Effects in the Indies, 
and make up a Balance of the whole; during which 
Term of three Years the faid Affientiils, their Fa€tors, 
Agents, and_others employ’d by them, fhall enjoy the 
fame Privileges and Immunities as are granted to them 
for the Term of this Contraét, for the free Entrance of 
their Ships and Veffels in all the Ports of America, and 
Exportation of fuch Effefis as they may have there, 
without any Alteration or Reftriftion whatfoever. 

XXXII, That all the Debtors to the Affentifts 
fha!l be compelled and forced to pay their Debts, by 
taking them and their Goods in Execution, thefe Debts 
being confidered upon the faid Foot as thofe due to his 
Catholick Majefty himfelf, who declares them as fuch, 
that they may the more effeétually be recover’d. 

XXXIV. That it being reguifite for the Support 
and Subfiftence of the Negroe Slaves, who fhall be fet on 
Shore in the Ports of the We/i-Indies, as likewife of all 
the Perfons employed in ths Commerce, to keep con- 
ftantly Magazines filled with Cioathing, Medicines, Pro- 
vifions, and other Neceffaries, in all the Fa€tories that 
fhall be eftablifhed, for the more eafy and better Ma- 
nagement of this Afficxts ; as «Ifo with all naval Stores, 
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fels employ’d in its Service, the Affentifts truft, that 
his Catholick Majefty will pleafe to allow them, from 
Time to Time, to bring from Europe, or her Britannick 
Majefty’s Colonies in North America, dire&tly to the 
Ports and Coafts of the Northern Sea of Spani/h Weft-In- 
dies, where there fhall be Royal Officers, or their De- 
puties; and likewife to the River of Plata, or Buenos 
Ayres, Cloathing, Medicines, Provifions, and naval 
Stores, for the Ufe only of the Affientifts, their Ne- 
groes, Fa€tors, Servants, Mariners, and Ships (and they 
may import the fame in fmall Veffels of about 150 
Tons, and not in thofe wherein the Negroe Slaves are 
carried) of which and their Cargoes, thcy are, at the 
Time of their Departure, to fend an Account to the 
Council of the Indies, and to Jay before it a Declaration 
of the Faftors of what Goods the Loading confifts, none 
of which fhall be fold, under Penalty of Confifcation, 
and fevere Punifhment to be inflifted on the Offenders, 
unlefs it be in the Cafe of an urgent Neceflity ; for a 
Spanifh Ship, the Captain whereof, in order to his Re- 
turn Home, may be obliged to buy the fame as he can 
agree with the Fa€tors. 

" SXXV. For refrefhing and prefervingin Health the 
Negroe Slaves, which they fhall import into the We/t- 
Indies, after fo long and painful a Voyage, and to pfe- 
vent any contageous IlInefs or Diftemper amongft them, 
the Faétors of this Affiento fhall be allow’d to hire fuch 
Parcels of Land as they fhall think fit, in the Neigh- 
bourhood of the Places where the Fa&tors fhall be efta- 
blifhed, in order to cultivate the faid Lands, and make 
Plantations, in whichthey may raife frefh Provifions for 
their Relief and Subfiftences; which Cultivating and 





' Improvement is to be perform’d by the Inhabitants of 


the Country and the Negroe Slaves, and not by any o- 
thers ; nor may any Minifters of his Catholick Majefty 
hinder them, provided they keep to this Rule, 
XXXVI. That Leave fhall be granted to the Afi- 
entifts to fend a Ship of 300 Tons to the Canary Iflands, 
and to carry from thence fuch Fruits as are cuftoma- 
rily taken on Board there for America, purfuant to what 
was allowed to Don Bernardo Franifco Marin, by the 
twenty-fixth Article of this Affiento, and by the twenty- 
firft Article of the Affento of the Guinea Company of 
Portugal, for one Time only, during the Continuance of 


this Affento, 
' f Xx XXXVII, The 
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XXXVII. The Orders fhall be difpatch’d for the 
Publication in all the Ports of America, of an Indulto 
for the Negroes unduly imported, from the Day that 
this Affento is to take Place, with free Liberty to the 
Fa€tors to lay an Indulto on them, at which Time and 
Place they shall think fit; and that the Produce of this 
Indulto fhall be employed to the Benefit of the Affien- 
tifis, who fhall be obliged to pay to his Catholick Ma- 
jefty the regular Duties of thirty-three Pieces of Eight, 
and one Third of a Piece of Eight for each Negroe, at 
the Time that the Indulto is Jaid. 

XXXVIII. That for the better and more expediti- 
ous Difpatch of this Affair, his Majefty will be pleafed 
to eftublifh a Junta of three Minifters, fuch as he fhall 
think moft proper, who, with the Affiftance of the Fif- 
cal and Secretary of the Council of the Indies, thall 
hear and take Cognizance (exclufive of all others) of 
al] Matters and Caufes relating thereunto, during the 
Time that it is ftipulated ; and that the faid Junta thall 
lay before his Majefty what {hall occur to them, in the 
fame Manner as was prattifed for the French Come 





any. 
P XXXIX. That ail the Conceflions in former Affen- 
to’s to Don Domingo Grillo, the Confulado of Seville, Don 
Nicolas Porcio, Don Bernardo Marin y Gufman, the Com- 
panies of Portugal and France, not being contrary to the 
Contents of this Contra&, fhall be underftood and de- 
clar’d to be in its Favour, as if they were herein lite, 
rally inferted ; and that all the Orders that have at any 
Time been difpatched in Favour of thofe foremention’d 
Affientifis, fhall be granted to thefe, whenever they 
fhal! ask them, without any Doubt or Difficulty. 

XL. That in Cafe of a Declaration of War (which 
God forbid) of the Crown of Great Britain, againft. that 
of Spain, or of Spain againft Great Britain this Affienta 
is to be fufpended. However, the Affientifts are to be 
fuffered to remove with all Security, during the Space 
of one Year and an half, (from the Time of Declaration 
of fuch Rupture) all their Effe&s, and to bring them 
Home freely in fuch of their Ships as fhall then hap- 
pen to be in the Ports of the Indies, or in thofe be- 
Jonging to Spaniards, withthis Condition, That if they 
fhould bring them to the Ports of Spain, they may free- 
ly carry them away again, as if the Affiento was yet in 
Force, it being firft made to appear, That they are the 
Produce of the-Negroe Trade, And it is farther declar’d, 
5 That 
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That if it fhould happen, that the Crowns of Spain and 
England, or either of them, jointly or feparately, fhall 
enter upon a War with other Nations, in fuch Cafe, the 
Ships employ’d in this Afiento, are to have Paffes, and 
carry Flags, with different Arms from what are ufually 
born by the Englifh and Spaniards, fuch as his Catholick 
Majefty fhall pleafe to make Choice of ; the like to which 
are not to be granted to any other Veffels, than thofe be- 
longing to this Trade, which fhall prote&t them frem 
being molefted or affaulted by the Ships of fuch Nations 
as fhall be, or declare themfelves Enemies to the two 
Crowns 3 in order to the fecuring of which, her Bri- 
tannick Majefty will take upon her to folicit and ob- 
tain, That in the enfuing general Treaty of Peace, an 
exprefs Article may be inferted, that all the Princes 
may take Notice of it, and may be obliged to command 
their Subje&ts to govern themfelves accordingly, and to 
obferve the fame exa€tly and punétually. 

XLI. That all the Contents of this prefent Contraét, 
and the Conditions therein inferted; as likewife all 
that fhall be annexed thereunto, or depending thereon, 
fhall be fulfilled, and fincerely and punétually executed, 
fo as it may not be obftruSted by any Pretence, Caufe, or 
Motive whatfoever ; for which Purpofe, his Majetty is 
to difpenfe (as he does hereby difpence) with all Ordi- 
nances, Proclamations, Privileges, Eftablifhmente, Ufa- 
ges, and Cuftoms, contrary hereunto, wherever the fame 
may te fubfifting in any of the Ports, Places, or Pro- 
vinces of America, belonging to his Majefty, for the 
Term of thirty Years, during which, this 4ffento isto 
continue, and the three Years farther, which are allow- 
ed to the Affientifts for the getting in their Effects, 
and ballancing their Accounts, as has been already mcn- 
tion’d ; which Laws, &c. are however to continue in 
all their Force and Vigour in all other Cafes that do not 
relate to this Contra&t, and in all Time coming after 
the Expiration of thirty-three Years thereof. 

XLII. And finally, his Majefty grants to the faid Affi- 
entifts, their Agents, Fa€tors, Minifters, Officers, Civil 
and Military, as well at Sea asat Land, all the Favours, 
Freedoms, Privileges and Exemptions, that have ever 
been granted to any former Affientifts, without any Re- 
ftriétion or Limitation, fo far as they are not contrary 
to what is agreed and expreffed in the foregoing Ar- 
ticles; which the Affentifis do likewife oblige them- 
{elves to accomplith and execute entirely and aaa 
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Befides the foregoing Articles, ftipulated on Behalf of 
the English Company, his Catholick Majefty confidering 
the Loffes which former Affientifts have fuftain’d, and 
upon this exprefs Condition, that the faid Company 
fhall not carry on, nor attempt any unlawful Trade, 
dire&tly or indrre&tly, under any Pretence whatfoever, 
and to manifeft to her Britannick Majefty, how much he 
defires to pleafure her, and to confirm more and more a 
ftri& and good Correfpondence, has been pleafed by his 
Royal Decree of the 12th of March, in this prefent 
Year, to allow to the Company of this Afieato, a Ship 
of five hundred Tons yearly, during the thirty Years of 
its Continuance, to trade therewith to the Indies, in 
which his Catholick Majefty is to partake a fourth Part 
of the Gain, as in the Ajjento ; befides which Fourth, 
his Catholick Majefty is to receive 5 per Cent. out of the 
neat Gain of the other three Parts which belong to 
England, uponethis exprefs Condition, that they may 
mot fell the Goods and Merchandizes, which each of 
thofe Ships fhall carry, but only at the Time of the 
Fair ; and if any of thefe Ships fhall arrive in th 
Indies before the Flota’s and Galeons, the Fators o: 
the Affiento fhall be obliged to land the Goods and Mer- 
chandize (with which they fhall be laden) and put 
them into Warehoufes that fhall be lock’d with two 
Keys, one of which to remain with the Royal Offccrs, 
and the other with the Fa&tors of the Company, tothe 
end the faid Goods and Merchandize may be fold, during 
the Continuance of the faid Faironly, and they are to 
be free of all Duties in the Indies. 

And whereas my Will and Plcafure is, That all that 
is contain’d in each of the Articles and. Conditions 
(expreffed in the above Draught herein inferted) and 
that which is the laft of al] (being added thereto of my 
own free Will) fhould have its full Effe&t, Ido, by thefe 
Prefents, approve and ratify the fame, and command, 
that it be obferved, fulfilled and executed, literally, in 
the whole and throughout, according to the Contents 
of it; and of every Article thereof, and what is therein 
declar’d ; and that nothing be done or afted, or be any 
ways fuffered tobe done or afted, contrary to the Tenor
